"It's true. We have hordes of 


them," said Conrad Neumann, presi- 
dent of tho Sherwood \Improvement 
Assn., which recently brought the 
problem to the attention of the Arling- 
ton Heights Village Board. 


"The birds are very annoying to the 


people who live underneath them. And 
it 'ooks like many of them will be 
roosting over tho winter." 


Sherwood's tall trees and high 


ground are particularly attractive to 
grackle eyes, residents theorize. Some 
also speculate that a crop of wheat 
planted this summer on vacant land 
behind the-Lutheran Home and Ser- 
vice for the Aged, immediately east of 
Sherwood, drew the birds. 


BUT PAUL HAUER, director of the 


Lutheran Home, said he has not no- 
ticed the problem. 


'"We had our usual black bird mi- 


gration this fall. But they were gone 
the next day," Hauer said. 


Not so the birds that roost in Sher- 


wood's forest. 


"Ive seen residents out with noise 


makers trying to scare them off," 
Neumann said. "They're very much 
not desirable birds. And they're prob- 
ably competing for food with other 
song birds that might come into our 
area."

Court of Appeals ruling that orders IS 
acres of Viatorian land rezoned for 
190 townhouses that would be rented 
to Iow-/and moderate-income fami- 
lies. 


Village' officials' argue that town- 


house development on the Viatorian 
property would be incompatible with 
surrounding single-family neighbor- 
hoods. 


Philip M. Kurland, University of 


Chicago law professor and Supreme 


Court expert, said Tuesday that the 
court generally accepts only cases 
that involve "a sufficiently broad con- 
cept of constitutional and federal doc- 
trine." 


IN THE PAST, justices usually 


have not considered local zoning cases 
to have nationwide importance. "But 
there is now a new Implication in 
terms of racial discrimination," Kur- 
land said. "This question is going to 
get to the court sooner or later." 


Kurland outlined the following time-

pression in children at the Dist. 25 
teachers' center at Olive School. He is 
a consultant for the Illinois area ser- 
vice center for the gifted at Gover- 
nor's State University and contributes 
to "Good Apple," a periodical for 
teachers. 


The workshop was designed to show 


teachers how to help a student devel- 
op imagination and creativity. Way- 
man presented a number of songs and 
activities along with theories on creat- 
ive expression. 


IN WORKING WITH children Way- 


man said he often uses music as a 
medium to relate to students. He 
plays the guitar in his classrooms and 
has recorded several of his songs. 


Wayman has set to music a story 


about cookies, a song praising mud 
and a tale of a little girl who refused 
to take out the garbage and whose 
house was stacked with orange peels, 
rotton peas and coffee grounds. 


Some teachers can't Imagine pre- 


senting this sort of material in the 
classroom, said Wayman, but they 
don't realize it is just the sort of thing 
that gets a child's imagination off and 
running. "I think it's so difficult now 
that we're adults to know what is rele- 
vant to kids," he said. 


Before creativity can begin, chil- 


dren must feel enough at ease to risk 
coming up with a new idea they feel 


may be wrong or foolish. "Before a 
kid can create he has to feel safe," 
said Wayman. It's up to the teacher to 
"create a positive learning environ- 
ment where kids feel secure," Way- 
man said. 


WAYMAN ALSO said he believes 


creative projects should not be graded 
but should be considered a child's ex- 
periment in imagination. "I really 
don't believe that grading creativity 
does anything but hurt," he said. 


For example, if you ask children to 


name all the words ending in -Uon 
they can think of in three minutes, 
what happens if a child comes up with 
"spookification?" It may not be in the 
dictionary, said Wayman, but it does 
have meaning.

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Americans flee the bullets of Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Hun- 


dreds of panicky Americans and other 
foreigners sought refuge in the base- 
ments of Beirut's major hotels Tues- 
day while Christian militiamen fought 
oft fierce Moslem attacks outside. The 
U.S. Embassy began evacuating staff 
and dependents to safety from Leba- 
non's bloody civil war. 


Rockets lore a gaping hole through 


the upper four floors of the Holiday 
Inn, where about 200 persons were 
trapped, Including Americans, British, 
Canadians, Italians and Swiss. Nearly 
all the windows in the 24-story build- 
Ing were shattered by bullets. 


The U.S. Embassy, hit by sniper 


fire during the- day, ordered SO staf- 
fers and dependents out of the country 
and an embassy spokesman said that 
" a n o t h e r , probably much larger 
group will be leaving Wcdnssday. 


Most other foreign embassies were 


also sending out noncssential staff 
members and dependents. The United 
Nations said It was advising 550 de- 
pendents of U.N. personnel to go 
homo. Beirut airport was jammed 
with foreigners trying to flee. 


In Washington White House officials 


said the situation was deteriorating 
and the administration was consulting 
with Lebanese officials to determine 
what the United States could do to 
help. 


Asked If the Whlto House had re- 


ceived any request for the U.S. to 
send troops into Lebanon to help the 
government there, like President Eis- 
enhower once did, Whlto House Press 
Secretary Ron Ncsscn replied, "I' 
have heard of no such request." 


About 5,000 Americans remain in 


Beirut of the 7,000 who were here be- 
fore the civil warfare erupted last 
April. 


Police sources said about 35 persons 


were killed-and 50 more wounded in 
the latest fighting between Moslem 
leftists and right-wing Christians, 
boosting the toll in just over six weeks 
of warfare to on estimated 885 dead 
and 2,200 wounded. 


One mortar shell alone killed 17 per- 


sons when .it landed in Sabra, a pre- 
dominantly Palestinian 
area,' the 


sources said.. 


Overcrowded hospitals all over town 


were turning away the wounded. The 
injured crowded wards and lay three 
abreast in the bloodied corridors. 


Government deputies were taken to 


parliament in armored cars for an 
emergency meeting but once inside 
they huddled on the floor to escape 
bullets ripping through the windows. 


Beirut Radio said all streets on the 


capital were unsafe. A sobbing an- 
nouncer appealed to the warring fac- 
tions to heed a truce declared, Sunday 
"even if only for a day or two to allow 
people to get out of war zones and to 
get some food." . 


For the fourth straight day, the 


heaviest fighting raged in uptown Bei- 
rut where several hundred Moslem 
militiamen were pushing in on two 
fronts toward the Christian-held com- 
mercial and residential areas. Chris- 
tian Phnlangist defenders around the 
hotels fought with their backs to the 
sea. 


An employe at the Holiday Inn, con- 


tacted by telephone said: "It's ter- 
.riblo. We are trapped and coming un- 
der heavy fire but morale is still 
high." . ' 


Guests of the Phonecia Hotel took 


refuge from in a basement nightclub. 
About 20 persons were also reported 
trapped In the St. George Hotel.

too miles away In Las Vegas Tuesday and was felt 300 miles away 
In Los Angeles and Sacramento, Calif. The test, code named "Ka- 
scrl," was one of the most powerful nuclear explosions at the Ne- 
' vndn Test Site in recent years. The Energy Research and Devel- 
opment Administration said in advance the explosion would have a 
yield of between 200 kllotons and one megaton.

Franco, 82, again close to death 


MADRID, Spain (UPI) - General- 


issimo Francisco Franco, 82, again 
slipped near death Tuesday night, ac- 
cording to a late medical bulletin that 
described his condition as "extraor- 
dinarily grave." 


After the announcement of a new 


crisis in Franco's fight against heart 
failure, the Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Zaragoza entered the chief 
of state's chamber and laid on his 
sickbed a cloak associated ' with 
Spain's patron saint, the Virgin of Pi- 
lar, the national news agency Clfra 
said.

Ford makes N. Y. proposals today 
Essential services plan mapped 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford is still opposed to federal aid to 
save New York City from defaulting 
on its debts, but will propose ways to 
maintain essential police, fire, health 
and sanitation services if the big city 
enters insolvency, it was disclosed. 
Tuesday. 


Ford arranged to address the Na- 


tional Press Club Wednesday, where 
sources said he would propose 
changes in federal bankruptcy laws to 
accommodate New York's default, 
which is expected to occur in early 
December. 


The President told Sen. James L. 


Buckley, R-N.Y., of his continuing op- 
posing to multi-billion federally guar- 
anteed loans to New York and of his 
plan to propose bankruptcy law 
changes. 


Eleven New York City union leaders 


accompanied Buckley to the White 
House. After ah hour's meeting'with 
the President, Kenneth McFeeley of 
the Policemen's Benevolent Associ- 
ation told reporters later that For.d 


"was well aware" of "the possible 
civil unrest" that default could cause. 


He said the police force was already 


unable to do its job properly because 
of a layoff of 3,000 officers to savn 
money and "if we were to compound 
that with a question of default being 
around the corner, mister, just hold 
on to your hat and run because we're 
not going to be able to handle it all." 


On Capitol Hill, Democrats on the 


S e n a t e Banking Committee, still 
hoped to pass legislation to avert 
default despite Ford's opposition. 


They said they had the votes to send 


to the floor of the Senate — and a 
forthcoming filibuster — a bill under 
which $4 billion in guaranteed loans 
would be made available. As a courte- 
sy, they delayed a committee vole on 


the bill until Thursday, after Ford's 
speech. 


But the bill would impose such 


stringent terms that New York state 
legislators or the city's banks or union 
leaders might prefer default instead. 
The bill would require that taxes be 
raised, city workers contribute to pen- 
sion funds and interest rates be re- 
duced on city bonds for the city to 
qualify for the loans.

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RTA seeks to buy 4 bus jEirms 


The Regional Transportation 
Au- 


thority will begin negotiating to buy 
out four suburban bus companies In a 
move which signals the authority 
plans to become an operator of transit 
systems In the suburbs instead of Just 
a funding agency. 


The RTA board of directors Tues- 


day made the move toward buying 
the suburban bus lines before board 
members approved a $51.8 mtUJon 
grant to the Chicago Transit Author- 
ity. 


The CTA grant was approved by a 


Mo-3 vote with suburban board mem- 
ber Richard Newland of Waukcgnn 
joining Chicago board members vot- 
ing In favor of the CTA grant. 


THE OTHER THREE suburban 


board members opposed the awarding 
of the massive grant, urging Instead 
that the CTA come back to the RTA 
on a monthly or at least a quarterly 
basis for its money instead of being 
awarded* grant money for half a year 
at a time. 


The board also battled over wording 


of (he grant arrangement with the 
CTA. Last year, board member Jo- 
seph A. Tecson of Riverside and oth- 
ers criticized the procedure used in 
giving the statutory requirement of $5 
million of City of Chicago and Cook 
County funds directly to the CTA in- 
stead of to the RTA. 


This year as last, the county's share 


of the money, $2 million, is contrib- 
uted to the RTA, but the RTA board 
authorized the county to pay the mon- 
ey directly to the CTA. 


Despite the wording formality of 


the county money going to the RTA, 
Tccson said he still thinks the money 
should be dcsposltcd with the RTA 
and then awarded as part of CTA 
grants. Under the current arrang- 
mcnt. "If you followed the check you 
would go straight to the CTA," Tecson 
said. 


D. DANIEL DALDINO of Evanston 


cited two arguments against the mon- 
ey going directly from Chicago and 
the county to the CTA. He said that 
the system sets a precedent for ear- 
marking of RTA funds as they come 
Into tliu agency. He said it also wea- 
kens the ability of the RTA to issue 
bonds and notes. 


The board authorization to begin nc- • 


gotiations to buy the four bus com- 
panies came at the urging of Baldlno 
who said he had "come to the decision 
that the only way to straighten out 
and build suburban transit service is 
to purchase the remaining carriers in 
all suburban areas." 


Baldlno's motion to begin negotia- 


tions called for Immediate dealings 
with the Wuukcgan-North Chicago 
Transit Co., South Suburban Safeway 
Lines, Inc., West Towns Bus Co. and 
Suburban Transit Systems Inc. which 
operates in the west suburban area. 


The board vote to begin the negotia- 


tions with those companies signalled a 
willingness on the part of the board to 
begin actually acquiring bus lines to 
be operated by the RTA Itself.

"at arms length" to suburban service 
voted against the negotiations. They 
are Pastora Caffcrty and Nicholas Bc- 
scn of Chicago and Tecson of Riv- 
erside. 


Bosen said ho hoped that even 


though negotiations were beginning, 
the RTA still would be able to decide 
against purchasing bus companies if 
the rplces asked by the companies 
prove to be too high. 


Board member James Kemp of Chi- 


cago pointed out that only Waukegan- 
North Chicago has actually sought to • 
sell its assets to tho RTA and he said 
the RTA's tight financial position was 
one reason not to falsely raise the 
hopes of carriers and passengers of 
the systems. 


He voted in favor of beginning the 


negotiations, however, along with Bal- 
dino, Jerry Boose of South Elgin, 


Newland and RTA board chairman 
Milton Pikarsl;y. 
. In other action Tuesday the board 
voted to hire Joanne Vlecides, former 
CTA manager of planning .devel- 
opment, to head the RTA's planning 
and development department. 


Three suburban board members, 


Baldlno, Boose and Tecson, opposed 
hiring Ms. Vlecides at a salary of 
$33,000 annually.

A compass 
needle swings around a circle with 360 
equal degrees, which is six times CO. 
Ailually the first 360-dcgroc circles 
Mere liuentcd long before latitudes 
.itul Infinitudes, clocks and compasses. 


The first people who coped with cir- 


cles were the magi, or wise men, who 
lived In ancient Mesopotamia, thou- 
s.uuls of years ago. They were as- 
tronomers and perhaps the first real 
M-icnlisIs of human history. Through 
untold centuries, they studied the

called ziggurats. 


The sky above Is like a-great dome, 


and those early astronomers needed 
circles and parts of circles to divide 
and study it In sections. They also 
needed curves to chart the paths of 
the stars and the other heavenly bod- 
ies Above all, they needed n way to 
measure a circle, large or small. 


Had they used a metric system 


based on 10s, they might have divided 
the basic circle into 100 or 1,000 equal 
degrees However, their favorite num- 
ber system was based on sixes rather 
than on 10s. It was a fine system for 
multiplying and dividing by 3, 9, 12, 
and bo They used it to divide any 
circle into 3CO equal degrees. 


What's more, when you cut up a 


circle like a pic, the corners in the 
middle arc angles. For example, a 
square corner Is a right angle of 00 
degrees — which is a quarter of a 360- 
dcgrcc circle. The sides of an angle 
point to different directions. And the 
whole purpose of a compass is to 
point out the way. So when the com- 
pass was invented, the old 360-dcgrcc 
circle seemed just right for the job. 


Since the compass needle points 


north, It seemed logical to set this di- 


rection at 0 degrees Bast is a quar- 
ter-circle toward the right, at 90 de- 
grees 
South, halfway around the 


circle, is 180 degrees West Is 270 de- 
grees, turning to the right as far as 
three-quarters of the way around the 
compass circle. And the whole thing 
dates back to the first astronomers 
who divided the circle to chart the 
skies.

available for hundreds of personal 
telephone calls during the time they 
are supposed to be doing their work. 


Therefore, in essence what you are 


saying is' that only those people who 
are not employed outside the home — 
who would be available at any hour of 
the day or night — should bother to 
beep me school board members, 
trustees, members of park boards, 
etc. I personally feel that we would be 
losing the services of some very high- 
ly qualified public servants if this 
ever comes to pass.

A nationwide effort is underway to 


repeal laws that require motorcyclists 
to wear helmets when they ride on 
public streets and roads, reports the 
Insurance Institute for Highway Safe- 
ty. 


The effort is spearheaded primarily 


by motorcyclists and motorcyclist or- 
ganizations concerned about their al- 
leged loss of constitutional rights. 
Those fighting helmet laws also claim 
that helmets which meet the federal 
standard are actually a hazard. 


All the states except California, Illi- 


nois and Utah have laws that comply 
w i t h the Department of Trans- 
portation's standards regarding mo- 
torcycle safety. For several years, 
motorcyclists have sought repeal of 
mandatory helmet laws by 
con- 


centrating efforts In Individual state 
legislatures, and 14 states currently 
have such bills under consideration. 


Repeal efforts have been thwarted, 


however, mainly because of the possi- 
bility of a state's losing all federal 
highway safety funds and 10 per cent 
of federal highway construction funds. 
Thus efforts are now shifting to the 
national level in an attempt to remove 
the threat of federal penalties against 
states repealing' helmet laws. Five 
such bills are now pending in Con- 
gress. 


To the claim that helmets them- 


selves cause accidents and injuries, 


I the National Highway Traffic Admin- 


istration replies that it knows of no 
factual data to support this con- 
tention. On the contrary, a 1974 
analysis comparing helmet efficiency 
in Michigan (which has a helmet law) 
and Illinois (which does not have a 
helmet law) found that motorcycle 
crashes in Illinois resulted in "almost 
three times more serious or fatal 
head Injuries than similar accidents in 
Michigan." 


But what about the argument of mo- 


torcyclists that it's nobody's business 
but their own if they want to risk hav- 
ing their skulls smashed? 


Both the validity and the 
con- 


stitutionality of helmet laws are well 
established, says the Insurance In- 
stitute. It quotes the 1972 opinion of 
the Federal District Court for Mas- 
sachusetts upholding that state's law 
(subsequently affirmed by the U.S. 
Supreme Court): 


"While we agree with plaintiff that 


the act's only realistic purpose is the 
prevention of head injuries Incurred in 
motorcycle mishaps, we cannot agree 
that the consequences of such injuries 


are limited to the individual who sus- 
tains the injury ... The public has an 
interest in minimizing the resources 
directly involved. 


"From the moment of the injury, 


society picks the person up off the 
highway; delivers him to a municipal 
hospital and municipal doctors; pro- 
vides him with unemployment com- 
pensation If, after recovery, he cannot 
replace his lost job, and, if the injury 
causes permanent disability, may as- 
sume the responsibility for his and his 
family's subsistence. 


"We do not understand a state of 


mind that permits plaintiff to think 
that only he himself is concerned."

Supreme Court's iirst woman 


Carla Hills replacing 
ailing Justice Douglas?

WASHINGTON - No promises 


have been made, merely long- 
range thinking, but White House 
sources now say that' If William 0. 
Douglas gives up his Supreme 
Court seat before the 1976 elec- 
tions, he will likely do so to a 
lady: Carla Hills, perhaps, the 41- 
year-old Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development. 


The sources stress that timing 


is essential to the prospect. They 
say that Jerry Ford recognizes 
the political attractiveness of 
naming the first woman to the 
high court. But if Douglas hangs 
on until after the election, even If 
Ford were to be elected, the im- 
petus behind the plan would di- 
minish. "He'd still consider a 
woman," one aide says, but by 
that time there would be pressur- 
es on him to name someone for 
i d e o l o g i c a l rather than,ex- 
pediential reasons. 


There Is of course no sign from 


Douglas that he's ready to cooper- 
ate in this venture. Though 76 and 
partly paralyzed from a stroke 
last December, he has said repea- 
tedly that he's not thinking of re- 
tirement, bis persistence fired In 
parity a feud with the President, 
that dates to the time Ford tried 
to have Douglas Impeached. How- 
ever, the White House apparently 
feels Douglas* attitude will not 
matter in the end; already there 
are hints that the1 Justice's own 
.colleagues have been urging'him 
to step down. 


Part of the White House strate- 


gy, Indeed, may be that Douglas 
' will give up more easily if he 
knows his place will be taken by a 
woman. Douglas Is known to be 
worried that the philosophic blend 
of the court, 'now just about bal- 
anced, may be weighted toward 
conservatism in the event of his 


premature resignation. A woman, 
however, even a woman less li- 
beral than he would like, might 
tempt that side of him that has 
for decades crusaded for equality 
and justice. 


The White House sources, two 


men holding separate responsi- 
bilities, one of whom was used to 
confirm tns other's remarks, be- 
lieve that Douglas would have no 
serious objection to Carla Hills. 
They say that he would doubtless 
prefer someone more demonstra- 
bly liberal — black Representa- 
tive Barbara Jordan for example, 
or Shirley Hofstedler of the Ninth 
Circuit Court .in California—but if 
push comes to shove "presumably 
he'd rather have Carla than some 
of the lovely grumps put up for 
Supreme Court consideration dur- 
ing the days of Richard Nixon." 


Nixon, it's remembered, regu- 


larly floated female names for 
public consideration when court 
vacancies occurred. .Invariably, 
however, they were names of un- 
qualified .women such as Los An- 
geles judge Mildred Lillle, who 
during at least one period of her 
career had four decisions in four 
months reversed by the state su- 
preme court. Critics believe Nixon

chose unqualified women knowing 
they'd be rejected, thus allowing 
him to eventually select the men 
of his choice. 


Hills' credentials are not out- 


standing, but they are not easily 
dismissed either. She was edu- 
cated at Oxford, Stanford and 
Yale, practiced private law for 
twelve years in California, served 
three years there as an assistant 
U.S. attorney, then came to Wash- 
ington as an assistant attorney 
g e n e r a l and highest ranking 
woman In the Justice Depart- 
ment. She assumed the HUD posi- 
tion early this year, thus becoming 
the third woman in history to 
serve in a presidential cabinet. 


She has set off no explosions at 


any of her offices, least of all at 
HUD where, considering the econ- 
omy, there is not enough powder 
available to detonate anything. 
Yet she is described as tough, in- 
dependent In her views, and posi- 
tive, qualities that ore coinciden- 
tal with the man, Douglas, she Is 
under consideration to replace. 


Her principal quality, though, 


for the purpose here discussed, is 
her womanhood. The White House 
sources feel that with the increas- 
ing political activity of women, an 
electioneering President simply 
could not pass up the opportunity 
to make feminist history. Though 
women still make up only three 
per* cent of the nation's practicing 
attorneys and hardly a moment in 
the ranks of U.S. judges, they cur- 
rently account for 20 per cent of 
all law students, a statistic that 
must eventually be reflected on 
benches at all levels. 


Besides this, the White House 


people say, Betty Ford has made 
the Issue a personal one, and her 
husband desires peace in the fam- 
ily.

Kidnapers want YOU, says FBI;

tactics, preventive measures told

You don't have to be a high-pow- 


ered politician or a public figure to 
quality for a kidnaping, the FBI 
wants you to know. 


Anyone who Is Important In his 


business or to family members of an 
Influential firm can be marked for 
seizure, held for ransom or murdered 
for kicks. 


To prevent this, the FBT, through a 


scries of seminars, has brought the 
Issue to the public, Informing leaders 
of many fields that they may at any 
moment be targeted for an extortion 
scheme. 


"I just saw a large Cadillac drive 


down tho street with everything but a 
great big sign saying, "Here, I'm 
ready," said Richard G. Held, special 
agent In charge of the FBI's Chicago 
bureau. 


"INSIDE WAS probably one of the 


leaden of the financial community of 
Chicago. His license number indicated 
this. Well,, there's a ready target sit- 
ting In tho back scat. We don't even 
have to look any further" for a vic- 
tim. Held said. 


The FBI Is stressing preparedness 


on the part of potential kidnap vic- 
tims. That not only Includes self- 
awareness but Involves bringing asso- 
ciates and family Into their con- 
fidence. 


Kidnaping has become popular In 


recent years following a rash of suc- 
cessful criminal actions that have pro- 
vided handsome ransoms for tho kid- 
napers, the FBI said. 


Tho 1074, the FBI reported 201 kid- 


naplngs Involving 317 hostages. Fif- 
teen of the hostages were killed and 
18 wore Injured. Tho cases involved 
106 attempts for money, 75 getaway 
moves and 36 Involving sexual mo- 
tives. The total ransom figure for the 
cases was $17 million. 


The major problem Is the routine of 


the Influential person, said Thomas 


Greene, special agent In Chicago. He 
said the man may play squash every 
Tuesday at 2 p.m., to go the same 
restaurant at the same time every 
Thursday, or drive to.work along the 
same route every day. 


"ALL HE'S DOING is giving a flag 


to somebody that he doesn't have to 
look for a target or a hit. All he has to 
do is walk down the street," Greene 
said. 


T h e r e are three pay-at-once 


schemes popular with kidnapers — 
the prank, the hoax and the abduc- 
tion. Of these the hoax is more suc- 
cessful, the abduction more dan- 
gerous. 


There are several ways a hoax is 


pulled off, according to Joseph M. 
Burke, special agent, and includes a 
scries of carefully-timed segments. 
Two popular ones go like this: 


• A man calls the victim's home, 


says he's taking a survey and gets all 
tho Information about the family he 
can get from the wife. Then he calls 
the husband and asks him to come up 
with a certain amount of money in a 
short period of time "or else." He 
proves he means business by telling 
the husband the name of his wife,

FTC says firm misleads 
borrowers on insurance

USLIFE Credit Corp. of Schaum- 


burn has been named In a Federal 
Trade Commission complaint alleging 
the company misleads borrowers into 
purchasing credit insurance. 


USLIFE, 1300 N. Meocham Rd., op- 


erates more than 200 loan offices In 
Illinois and 10 other states. 


The FTC complaint alleges that US- 


LIFE violated the Federal Truth in 
Lending Act by: 


• Including the cost of credit Insur- 


ance when a potential borrower asks 
Iho cost of a loan, without advising 
that the Insurance Is optional. 


• Automatically including charges 


for such Insurance in loan agreements 
unless the borrower specifically ob- 
jects. 


• Asking borrowers to sign the loan 


agreement twice without explaining 
one of the signatures gives the bor- 
rower's approval for credit Insurance. 


• Improperly computing the finance 


charge by not including the credit in- 
surance. 


OFFICIALS OF USLIFE were out 


of lawn Tuesday and could not ba 
reached for comment. 


Tho Truth in Lending Act requires 


finance companies to clearly disclose 
that credit insurance Is optional and 
to allow customers the choice as to 
''whether they want the insurance. The 
law forbids finance companies to rep- 
resent credit insurance as a require- 
ment for obtaining credit, and it re- 
quires that finance charges be quoted 
both with and without credit insur- 
ance. 


Credit insurance provides coverage 


for a loan in case the borrower dies or 
Is disabled. Instead of his family pay- 
Ing the loan, the credit insurance 
pays. 


An Investigation of credit Insurance 


by The Herald in 1973 disclosed a sec- 
ret state Dept. of Insurance report 
that found crcdl insurance abuses com- 
mon among insurance companies and 
lending Institutions, many of which, 
the report also found, were illegally 
profiting from credit insurance sales. 


USLIFE CREDIT CORP. operates 


is own credit insurance company, US- 
LIFE Credit Life Insurance Co., also 
headquartered at the 1300 Meacham 
address. 


Statistics from the credit Insurance 


industry showed that in 1971, con- 
sumers paid $1.5 billion in credit in- 
surance premiums while collecting 
only $450 million in benefits. More 


than 77 million people held credit in- 
surance in that year. 


Insurance experts' told The Herald 


that credit insurance often duplicates 
a consumer's existing insurance cov- 
erage and often is not collected be- 
cause consumers didn't know they 
had it. Experts also pointed out that a 
borrower reaps no dividends from 
credit Insurance, while standard in- 
surance can provide the same protec- 
tion with dividends. 


Exhaust sensor developed 


Development of a sensing device 


that can help motorists conserve fuel 
was recently announced by John 0. 
Logan, chairman of UOP, Inc., Des 
Plalnes. 


The sensor measures the presence 


of oxygen in auto exhaust gases, help- 
ing to control the mixture of air and 
fuel in the carburetor, Logan said. 


"Use of the device may be an im- 


portant step forward in achleveing 
maximum fuel economy, while at the 
same time helping to reduce harmful 
pollutants in exhaust emissions," Lo- 
gan said. UOP was recently awarded 
a U.S, Air Force contract to study the 
use of similar devices in aircraft fuel 
tanks.

Investment trustees may get court order 


to follow such a course for trust funds

CHICAGO (UPI) - Two professors 


at the University of Chicago Law 
School hnvo como up with a word to 
tho wlso; In this case, to the trustee In 
charge of Investments. 


While It may be somewhat flippant 


to so describe what they suggest, it Is 
In essence a slight alteration of that, 
political adage: If you can't lick 'cm, 
Join 'cm. 


Tho two, John H. Langbcln and 


Richard A. Posner, made a study of 
market funds and trust-investment 
law, funded by the American Bar 
Foundation, research arm of the 
American Dor Assn.

He- personally has conducted 
more than 2,000 metric seminars in 
the United States during the past 10 
years.

does have a selfish Interest. Being la 
the tool business, he thinks he would

St. Francis deSales will depart the

That's why St. Viator must be con- 


cerned with its safety. The Lions ap- 
plied for Mid-Suburban membership 
five years ago. They wouldn't neces- 
sarily be against It now.

St. Viator's MSL application was re- 


jected five years ago by the Inter-Sub- 
urban Association, governing body for 


many leagues throughout the north- 
west suburbs. 


"Their response was that the ISA 


had been formed for public schools 
with common problems," said Rev. 
Cahill. "They did not feel they'd 
solved enough of their own problems 
to consider admission of a non-public 
school." 


Rev. Cahill said no overtures have 


been made by the MSL to St. Viator. 
Dick Kinneman, chairman of physical 
education and various other items for 
Dist. 214, concurred with that state- 
ment. 


That was taken one step further by 


Robert Hoese, Mid-Suburban League 
Board of Control president and Roll- 
ing Meadows principal. 


Hoese said, "We haven't ap- 


proached anyone, really." He did, 
however, invite Harrington Principal 
Bernard Wenninger and Dist. 220 
Supt. Joseph Zoeiler to a Mid-Subur- 
ban Board of Control meeting which 
they attended on Thursday, Oct. 16. 


That, said Hoese, has been the only 


contact between the MSL and Har- 
rington. It was Hoese who said Lake 
Park, Maine West and Elgin-Larkin 
are others mentioned for possible 
membership, acknowledging that it's 
all a rumor. 


Hoese gave no credence to any 


thoughts that St. Viator has been con- 
sidered. But don't think the Lions 
would not jump at the chance to at 
least give it some thought. 


Rev. Cahill said the East Suburban 


Catholic and Chicago Catholic had dis- 
cussions last December about a pos- 
sible merger. Rev. Cahill met with 
Father James Arimond of Loyola 
Academy who then was Catholic 
League president. 


"We discussed a merger, not a join- 


Ing," said Rev. Cahill. "The differ- 
ence is that if we join, we fall under 
all their rules and regulations. If we 
merge, it's a brand new Catholic 
League with some of our ideas plus 
theirs, too." 


The new Catholic League of at least 


two divisions might have included a 
North sector something like St. Via- 
tor, Holy Cross, Notre Dame, Cannel, 
Loyola Academy, Gordon Tech, Fen- 
wick and St. Patrick. 


But those talks never hit the serious 


stage. 


And it's very unlikely that any 


serious progress will be made soon re- 
garding Mid-Suburban expansion. Cer- 
tainly, there won't be any drastic 
changes before 1977-78. 


The major Issue Isn't whether those

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Superstar 
Ziggy dies 
at age 55 


by TONI GINNETTI 


He was the grand old star of 


Jrookficld Zoo. 


For 39 years he stood quietly in the 


corner of his stall in the Pachyderm 
louse, munching peanuts thrown by 
wondering children, seeming unim- 
iressed by the stares of thousands 
,vho paused to glare at him day after 
day. 


His name was Ziggy, a rather un- 


distinguished, impish tag for a mas- 
sive 6-ton bull elephant. But'the name 
told a part of this pachyderm's life, 
one that started in the world of show 
business with one of the world's great 
showmen, Forenz Ziegfield of Follies 
ame. 
Ziggy died late Monday. His keep- 


ers found the 55-year-old elephant ly- 
ng on his stall floor about an hour 
and a half after the aging beast went 
down on his haunches, the sign of im- 
pending death for elephants. 


ZOO OFFICIALS said the mam- 


moth, believed to be the oldest and 
argest male elephant in captivity, 
had been in failing health in recent 
months. His declining appetite was 
apparent when the animal, accus- 
:omed to 400 pounds of food a day, 
began leaving some of his nightly hay 
ration, zoo spokesman Judy Sloan 
said. 


She said Ziggy had been seen this 


summer leaning his head on the side 
of the pool in his outdoor yard. Keep- 
ers previously unable to enter Ziggy's 
stall when the elephant was in it also 
found recently that they could enter 
freely in Ziggy's presence. 


That confidence was a far cry from 


the hesitancy and caution with which 
Ziggy was treated in his younger 
days. 


in 1941, Ziggy, probably in an out- 


break caustxl during the male's mat- 
ing season, turned on his keeper 
George Lewis, pinning the man be- 
tween his elongated tusks. Lewis 
freed himself by stunning the animal, 
but the incident branded Ziggy and 
doomed him for the next 30 years to a 
shackled existence in solitary con- 
finement in the corner stall at 
Brookfield Zoo. 


ZOO LIFE HAD not been planned 


for Ziggy originally. When he was a 
300-pound calf, Ziggy was imported by 
Siegfeld for the showman's 6-year-old 
daughter. 


His rambunctious behavior at a 


children's birthday party, however, 
cut short his career with the Follies 
and later with the Singer Midgets. 
During an appearance in 1936 at the 
San Diego Exposition the elephant 
was said to have thrown a man to his 
death. 


His subsequent attack on keeper 


Lewis led Brookfield Zoo officials to 
decide upon chaining the 16-year-old 
pachyderm permanently. 


FOR 39 YEARS Ziggy, Brookfiold 
Zoo's 6-ton Indian elephant, stood 
shackled but majestic in a corner 
stall. The famous 55-year-old bull 
elephant died late Monday of old 
age, an autopsy indicated. 


Ziggy was confined to the indoor en- 


closure until 1971 when a special fund- 
raising drive by the zoo collected 
money to build a new outdoor area for 
Ziggy. The yard also meant a new 
companion for Ziggy, a female Afri- 
can elephant named Widget with 
whom the giant bull kept company in 
his last 4 years. 


Ziggy lived since 1971 relatively out 


of the public eye until this March 
when somehow the huge elephant 
tumbled into the moat separating his 
stall from the public. 


AFTER MORE than a day of coax- 


ing and maneuvering, Ziggy climbed 
from the moat. For weeks afterward 
the Pachyderm House was lined \\ith 
bulletin boards boasting handwritten 
messages of cheer to the elephant 
from grade school classes throughout 
the Jountry and stories of the episode 
carried in newsppaers from Canada to 


Zoo officials said Tuesday an autop- 


Louisiana. 
sy indicated the March fall had no re- 
lation to Ziggy's death, but the ele- 
phant was never quite the same after- 
ward, his magnificent right ivory tusk 
broken and his grey hide bruised. 


The big bull displayed affection in 


his last years for stallmate Widget, 
keepers said, even though the Indian 
bull and female African species are 
incompatible. Zoo keepers said the 
last time the two saw each other was 
Friday when the aging pachyderm, 
visibly failing was brought into his 
stall. 


Ziggy's remains will be moved to 


the Field Museum in Chicago, zoo of- 
ficials said Tuesday. There he may be 
exhibited like another of Chicago's fa- 
bled zoo animals, Lincoln Park Zoo's 
gorilla Bushman.

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Artist first, then feminist: Midge Mackenzie 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Midge Mackenzie, dressed out- 


rageously in a floppy bat, fur-col- 
land jacket and faded blue Jeans, 
was spending a surprising amount 
of time trying to compose an auto- 
graph. 


"For Senator Adlai Stevenson," 


she wrote, then paused. "Oh, 
dear, in recognition sounds too — 
stuffy,'* she said, wrinkling her 
nose. "How about with regards — 
or with affectionate regard," she 
suggested, looking to the person 
next to her for approval. 


Later, still looking outrageous, 


but with a demeanor which sug- 
gested a girl at a high school 
prom as much as a famous au- 
thor, she would present tho in- 
scribed book to Stevenson with a 
speech delivered in a breathy 
little-girl voice that was almost in- 
audible over the public address 
system. 


BUT BEFORE TIIAT, Midge 


Mackenzie, award-winning film- 
maker and newest hero of the fe- 
minist movement for her book 
and television series "Shoulder to 
Shoulder," dashed through the 
crowd of political well-wishers 


who had gathered in DCS Plaines 
to toast State Rep. Eugenia Chap- 
man urging them to adjourn to a 
darkened room to watch the third 
episode of the television show on 
Channel 11. 


During the show, which vividly 


depicts the forced feeding used on 
militant British suffragettes in 
prison, Ms. Mackenzie hovered 
around the audience, adjusting 
the television sets and watching 
for adverse reactions. 


When, finally, the show was 


greeted with applause, she smiled 
in obvious relief. Her efforts had 
been appreciated. 


IF HER ACTIONS seemed un- 


expected for someone who might 
bo considered a militant political 
activist by those who see her 
work, Ms. Mackenzie has an ex- 
planation. 


"I'm an artist first and then I'm 


political," she said as she settled 
down finally to discuss tho tele- 
vision film and the book it grew 
from. "I did 'Shoulder to Shoul- 
der* because I cored about the 
material and I was moved by it, 
but I'm not a political person in 
that I haven't taken a position 911 


how anyone else should live their 
lives." 


The interest that resulted in 


"Shoulder to Shoulder" began in 
1968, she said, when she filmed 
the Golden Jubilee of Women's 
Suffrage in her native London. At 
the time, she said, she knew noth-' 
ing about the suffrage movement 
which rocked British before World 
War I. 


THE SUFFRAGE movement 


"had been completely swept un- 
der the carpet by historians who 
want us to believe that women 
were of such service during World 
War I that parliament gave them 
the vote as a reward. That is just 
nonsense," she said. 


Instead of going to the works of 


conventional 
historians, 
Ms. 


Mackenzie went to newspaper sto- 
ries of the time and letters and 
journals of the women involved. 
"Because I'm a film-maker," she 
said, "I'm not interested in places 
and events; I'm interested in per- 
sonal history — in the changes in 
people's lives." 


The result was first the book 


and then the six-part television 
film produced for the British 


Broadcasting Corp. "The tele- 
vision series is only about 10 or 12 
per cent of the book," she said. "I 
had over 3,000 pictures to work 
with. What I discovered was a 
documentary film in print." 


"SHOULDER TO Shoulder" is

not Ms. Mackenzie's first venture 
into feminism. In 1968, in addition 
to filming the suffrage jubilee, she 
made "Women Talking," a film of 
interviews with American femin- 
ists Betty Friedan, Kate Millett 
and others. 


"That was the first film on the 


new American feminism," she 
said. "In 1968 it was banned in a 
lot of places and was just consid- 
ered too outrageous. What's so 
funny now is that it is in national 
archives all over the world — it 
isn't outrageous anymore." 


In Britain, where the BBC has 


already shown "Shoulder to Shoul- 
der," the reaction has been very 
good on two levels, Ms. Mackenzie 
said. "It was nominated for best 
dramatic series of the year, which 
is wonderful for me as an artist, 
and It has had a tremendous im- 
pact on women because it has giv- 
en them back their history." 


IN PROMOTING American air- 


ing of the television show, which 
is being broadcast on Sunday and 
Friday on the Public Broad- 
casting System, Ms. Mackenzie is 
making appearances at rallies for 
the Equal Rights Amendment to 


the U.S. Constitution. "The ERA 
fight started in 1921 and once 
women have gotten in touch with 
their history, they will see there is 
a tremendous connection between 
this struggle and earlier move- 
ments." 


She said she will return to Illi- 


nois next month to try to help sup- 
porters of the ERA pressure the 
Illinois General 
ssembly, which 


has not yet ratified the amend- 
ment. 


Once she completes her promo- 


tional tours for "Shoulder to 
Shoulder" Ms. Mackenzie said, 
she will continue work on another 
book, a feature film and a tele- 
vision series on American history 
which will not, she says, be any- 
thing like Alistair Cooke's "Amer- 
ica." 


"Alistair Cooke is so theoretical 


— he doesn't deal with real 
people, but with some sort of 
ideal," she said. "My series will 
be like 'Shoulder to Shoulder.' A 
political history in terms of a per- 
sonal history. I suppose if you 
could compare me to anyone, you 
could say I'm a female Studs Ter- 
kel."

Women and children first 
Widows, widowers have rights too

Women's Lib may have pointed out 


the discriminations against women, 
but It has also provided some unex- 
pected twists to another story line. 
One Is the discovery that males suffer 
Inequalities too, a subject rather long 
neglected since the old masculine Im- 
ago seemed to require no "protec- 
tion" while the female was deemed 
"helpless." 


In the Job area, for Instance, we're 


becoming accustomed to masculine 
voices answering our phone calls. Nei- 
ther are we surprised to have a male 
nurse place a thermometer in our 
mouths since Women's Lib. 


But there are other areas of in- 


e q u a l i t y to which we probably 
wouldn't give any thought unless and 
until It affected us. Other than proper- 
ty rights upon the death of one's 
spouse, who thinks about the rights of 
widowers? 
And particularly what 


about widowers with dependent chil- 
dren? Now there's a problem begging 
for a solution. Fortunately, the Su- 
preme Court has done something to 
help. 


ABOUT SIX months ago, the Su- 


preme Court ruled (unanimously at 
that) that widowers with dependent 


children are entitled to the same So- 
cial Security survivor benefits as wid- 
ows. The decision of the Supreme 
Court last March did away with a 38- 
year-old provision of the Social Secur- 
ity law. 


The court's opinion stated that the 


federal law which treats widowers 
with dependent children differently Is 
based on an "archaic and overbroad 
generalization not tolerated under the 
Constitution." It emphasized that Con- 
gress intended "to provide children 
who are deprived of one parent with 
the opportunity for the personal atten- 
tion of the other," regardless of sex. 


To limit such protection to those 


with a surviving mother instead of a 
surviving father Is "entirely irration- 
al," the court said, a statement with 
which I am sure we all agree. 


THERE'S GOOD NEWS for widows, 


too. Widows of veterans receive .pen- 
si on and compensation 
payment 


through their husband-wife relation- 
ship. This was probably the basis for 
the reasoning that payments would 
cease after a widow remarried which 
fortunately Is no longer in effect. Now 
a widow who,becomes widowed for a 
second time, can have her veteran's 
benefits restored. 


This policy, however, Is still limited 


and applies to widows of veterans who 
died of non-service connected dis- 
abilities. It applies also to dependent 
and Indemnity compensation paid to 
widows whose husbands were killed in 
the military service or who had died 
of service-connected causes. 


CHILD CUSTODY in a divorce ac- 


tion also poses a male "equal rights" 
problem. In spite of the'trend to treat 
parents equally in their rights to their 
child's custody, statistics are proving 
otherwise. Custody cases indicate that 
fathers were given custody of their 
children in only five per cent of the 
' cases. The figure is not a reflection of 
the father's incompetence, but rather 
that the mothers were given priority 
rights. 


While presently courts are not fa- 


voring fathers versus mothers, the 
former do have recourse. The father 
has the right to have his divorce ac- 
tion removed to the'federal court. Or 
he may file a suit against the state 
trial judge restraining him from en- 
forcing the custody order on the 
grounds that the statute, as it was ap- 
plied In that particular case, was un- 
constitutional. 


It's a costly procedure but it's a 


remedy that some isthors might feel 
is worth it. 


TO R.F. I was deeply touched by 


your story and wish that I could help 
you. However, since you have already 
retained a lawyer, I am ethically 
bound not to answer your questions. 
But I suggest you keep in constant 
touch with your lawyer. Ask him the 
same questions you've asked me. It's 
possible he has not thought of your 
suggestions, concerns, and the other 
personal things you mentioned since 
you did not ask him. A lawyer is a 
counselor as well and if he does not 
know all the answers, he can usually 
tell you to see someone who does. 
Family counseling may or may not be 
the answer. Please write again if you 
need someone to "listen."

POP-TOPPING! is a relatively new craft. It's also the title of a 


1975 book in Chilton Book Company's Creative Crafts Series, au- 
thored by "Pop-Top Terp with Kenneth Patton." Basically it's 194 
pages on how to make things out of the tops of pop-top cans, or, as 
the author says, "turn litter into glitter." 


Most of us, of course, have at one time or another hooked pop- 


tops together to make a chain. Pop-Top Terp uses jump-rings to 
connect the chains Detailing this and other simple techniques, he 
tells you exactly how to make everything from a surprisingly 
handsome tank top and hanging planter to such "spectaculars" as 
a maxicoat or a scalloped window valance or even a doggie toggle. 


Some of the projects, by the way, seem invitingly simple. Even I, 


I think, can make a pop-top belt or hanging planter. And I plan to 
— just as soon as I can collect the number of pop-tops specified.

IWct-cleanlng — and this depends on 
your fabric. Otherwise, there Isn't a 
thing you con do. It was all a matter 
of sizing In the material, fumes In the 
air, sunlight and so forth. Water com- 
ing in contact with your drapes sim- 
ply provided a combination that was a 
100-to-l shot to leave permanent 
stains. Can your drapes stand wet- 
cleaning? If not, all I can offer is 
sympathy.

Dear Dorothy: Mow can you tell 


whether the crawl space under a 
homo should be covered? Is there a 
simple way for an amateur to do it

If the soil in the crawl space Is not 


dusty dry, it should be covered. It's a 
simple operation. Just cover with 
ft-mll polyethylene sheeting or 55- 
pound roll roofing. A few well-spaced 
bricks or rocks will keep It In place.

Talks in Dist. 62 
go late into night

Des Plaines Dlst. 62 union leaders 


were not optimistic about reaching a 
settlement in teachers' contract talks 
Tuesday although they were still 
negotiating at 10:30 p.m. 


If a settlement is not reached, union 


representatives were authorized to de- 
clare an impasse and demand media- 
tion. 


More than 200 teachers rallied at 


the administration center Tuesday 
night, urging the board to settle and 
avoid mediation which would delay 
negotiations about four weeks while a 
mediator is being selected. 


WAVING SIGNS stating, "Settle 


now — we have waited long enough," 
"Personal leave days are personal," 
and "Let's play ball," teachers 
marched around the center and sere- 
naded the board, singing, "We shall 
not be moved." They picketed in front 
of the building which had a sign 
stating, "Teachers plead for rational 
third party intervention — avert a 
strike" plastered across the front. 


Union representatives Monday de- 


cided to cancel a strike vote set for 
Tuesday afternoon and instead au- 
thorized the negotiating team to de- 
clare an impasse if a settlement was 
not reached last night. Despite cancel- 
lation of the vote, strike talk was in 
the air. 


'People want something to happen 


but we want to try all things before 
the ultimate — a strike," said one 
teacher. "The momentum and unifica- 
tion is building among the teachers 
The board better take action now or 
be ready for the results." 


"I've been anti-strike and anti-union 


until today," said Jim Drake of Algon- 
quin Junior High School. "I had to do 
some soul searching. If nothing hap- 
pens tonight and they can't get any- 
thing through mediation, I'll be out in 
front of the picket line." 


IF CONTRACT talks break down 


and enter mediation, either side can 


reject the third party's recommenda- 
tions. Union representatives are keep- 
ing the strike committee active until a 
settlement is reached in preparation 
for the possibility of a strike. 


Dennis Anderson, union president, 


came out of negotiations at 9 p.m. to 
tell the group he did not "have any 
happy news for you. We are still bar- 
gaining, but the chance of mediation 
is still very strong. The board hasn't 
come up yet with something we could 
recommend to you." 


The board has offered a $500 in- 


crease for all teachers in addition to 
the $400 increase most teachers re- 
ceive for an additional year's experi- 
ence, the board's offer would increase 
the base salary from $9,350 to $9,850. 


Teachers are demanding a 10 per 


cent increase for all teachers in addi- 
tion to the $400 most teachers receive 
for an additional year's experience. 
The teachers' demand would raise the 
beginning teacher's salary from $9,350 
to $10,285. 


Fulle counsel challenges 
zone payoffs testimony

County Comr. Floyd Fulle's attor- 


neys challenged the prosecution's tes- 
timony Tuesday about the location of 
the alleged $20,000 payoff to influence 
zoning in 1970 of a Palatine apartment 
project. 


Two suburban county board mem- 


bers in 1970, Charles Chaplin and Jo- 
seph Woods, testified as defense wit- 
nesses that county commissioners 
shared temporary offices in the llth 
floor of the County Building in 1970. 


Last week, plumbing contractor 


William J. Adams told the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court jury he passed $20,000 on 
June 15, 1970, to Fulle. Adams who 
said he met three times with Fulle to 
discuss zoning of the Old Madrid 
apartments in Palatine, "guessed" 
that the meetings and payoff were in 
Fulle's 5th floor County Building of- 
fice. 


Fulle, 666 Laurel, Des Plaines, was 


indicted Feb. 13 on charges of ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury. The 
charges included extortion of $20,000 


from Adams who had represented Sell- 
ergren Inc. of Park Ridge, proposed 
developer of the property. 


CHAPLIN AND WOODS testified as 


two of a parade of suburban residents 
and county officials who rated Fulle's 
integrity and character "high" and 
"excellent." 


Chaplin said all county commission- 


ers moved to temporary llth floor of- 
fice space in 1970 during remodeling 
of 5th floor offices.

Although, the issues had been dis-

Locally, a spokesman for the Girl

"Individual troops do include boys 


now," said Beverly Cody, public rela- 
tions director for the Girl Scout Coun- 
cil of Northwest Cook County Inc., 
serving the Northwest suburbs. A 
number of senior Girl Scout troops 
which include high school girls, have 
joint troops with Explorer Boy Scouts, 
Ms. Cody said.

THE TROOPS ARE registered with 


Girl and Boy .Scout offices, and usual- 
ly participate in seagoing programs, 
Ms, Cody said. Such troops exist in 
Elk Grove Village, Mount Prospect 
and Park Ridge, she said." 


"When the girls get older, a few 


girls prefer coed Scouting," Ms. Cody 
said. "I don't think the decision (in 


HgXSt 


Washington) means at all that joint 
troops will stop. It's a matter of 
choice." 


During a two-hour debate on the 


subject at the national convention this 
week, proponents did not see a wave 
of interest among boys to join the Girl 
Scouts. One unidentified man at the 
convention commented "no way are 
you going to get 8-, 9-, 10- and 11-year- 
old boys joining something called Girl 
Scouts." 


But .advocates of coed Girl Scouts

Many teachers were teaching science 
from a book and shoved it off as one 
of those necessary evils, she said. 
Very often experiments fell to the 
wayside. 


"STUDENTS LEARN the intangible 


concepts by using tangible things," 
Mrs. Straka said. 


To tench the growth cycle, her sec- 


ond graders planted beans and peas 
and are watching them grow. They 
also have "cultivated" their own fruit 
flics she said by putting n banana in a 
Jar to catch tuo flics. They are now 
watching thorn mate and grow in 
numbers. 


"Tim things you and I take for 


granted they haven't experienced 
yet," she said. "You could tell them 


all day that plants only need so much 
\uitcr but they won't believe It until 
they've scon it themselves." 


After the discovery process has tak- 


en place, the teacher leads a dis- 
cussion to bring the students' findings 
into focus and tench the proper terms. 


She said some teachers were con- 


cerned about the experimental ap- 
proach but are being won over be- 
cause of tho youngsters' response. 
"You can see the excitement and 
learning going on," she said. 


ItOOKIE SIIIFRIN, a third-grade 


teacher at Jay, said the curriculum 
gives the youngster who isn't the 
"best academically" the opportunity 
to excell. "It doesn't matter how 
smart you arc because there are no 
rltfht or wrong answers." 


The group learning process also is a 


good feature of the program, Mrs. 
Shlfrln said. "They have to share and 
learn together. You can't do it all on 
your oun." 


One class was busy working on solu- 


tions one day when a group of yoitig- 
stcrs huddled around a set-up of mix- 
tures noticed that a filter used in the 
experiment had "salt" Inside. The 
teacher pointed out that the "salt" 
was a crystal formed from the mix- 
ture. 


A N O T H E R YOUNGSTER "dis- 


covered" that a different filter had 
"starch" inside. Suddenly the young- 
sters were off and running dis- 
covering "extras" not Intended for 
that science lesson. 


Mrs. Shlfrln said the only drawback 


she has found with the program Is the 
amount of time it takes to set-up the 
experiments. But she said the time is 
well worth tho results. 


One extra project teachers have to 


take care of is the care of "critters," 
or the animals and insects used In lifo 
science that are sent by mall from 
Boston. 


Little notes describing "Tender Lov- 


ing Care for Critters" and "Care and 
Custody for Your Critters" were dis- 
tributed to teachers this fall so they 
would know what to do to keep the 


bugs and rodents alive for class. 


But from critters to plants to solu- 


tions in cups, science is coming alive 
for students.

Lindstrom said he and Phillip Ben-

System revamp discussed 


Village-RTA bus talks continue 


Passenger 
surveys and possible 


routing .changes in the Wheeling bus 
system will be discussed today when 
Assistant Village Mgr. Tom Markus 
continues his meetings with represen- 
tatives (f the Regional Transportation 
Authority. 


Markus mot Monday with two RTA 


officials, and a third representative 
will meet with him today to discuss 
what the RTA plans to do to help im- 
prove the village bus system. The vil- 
lage bus has been plagued by deficit 


budgets since its inception three years 
ago. 


Markus said an RTA official within 


the next few weeks will ride the bus 
and survey passengers along its regu- 
lar route. The official also will talk to 
Wheeling commuters at the North- 
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' brook and possibly Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect train stations to 
get reaction to possibly routing the 
bus between Wheeling and the train 
stations. 


The RTA board has approved more 


than $35,000 in subsidies for the vil- 
lage bus system in the past few 
months to help fund a $45,000 deficit. 
Village officials have requested RTA 
assistance in revamping the system to 
improve it and reduce the yearly defi- 
cit. 


THE VILLAGE CAN make no 


changes in the bus system without 
RTA board approval because it is re- 
ceiving RTA funds. This stipulation is 
required of all RTA grant recipients. 


The village operates two buses — a 


shuttle which runs between the village 
hall and various shopping areas in 
Wheeling and a bus which travels a 
designated route through the village. 
Both buses operate Monday through 
Saturday. 


Fares from the service account for 


only about 10 percent of the system's 
operating cost, with the rest paid by 
subsidies and village appropriations.

The guillotine has fallen again in 


Wheeling, and this time Village Mgr. 
George Passolt's head has rolled. 


Passolt this week became the third 


village administrator to be fired or re- 
placed in the past six months since 
the reform-minded Wheeling Improve- 
ment Party assumed control of the 
village board. 


Passolt joins Paul Hamer, fired as 


village attorney in July, and Peter 
Guttilla, who was replaced as police 
chief by the fire and police commis- 
sion also in July, among the ranks of 
those who have fallen victim to the 
reformers' gun. 


And no one is less surprised by the 


action than George Passolt. 


ALTHOUGH HE has refused to 


comment on the board's action since 
the hastily-called vote was taken Mon- 
day, Passolt has been aware for some 
time that he was an item on the new 
board's agenda. 


Tainted by a federal investigation of 


zoning scandals which led to the in- 
dictments of six village and county of- 
ticials during his administration, Pas- 
solt could .not shake the stigma of 
"guilt by association." 


The federal 
investigation 
never 


traced Passolt to the builder shake- 
downs. However, the extortions oc- 
curred while he was the village's top 
administrator and the implied con- 
nection has remained an undertone in 
the village since James Stavros, for- 
mer Wheeling Township Democratic 
committeeman, and his five fellow in- 
dictees were shackled in January, 
1974. 


Passolt may not have been directly 


involved in the extortions, but his 
blindness to what was going on 
around him made him as much to 
blame for the scandals as if he had 
participated in the events themselves, 
the reformers have said.

istrative housecleaning one of its ma- 
jor platform items. Candidates made 
it clear that the jobs of several high- 
ranking • officials, including Passolt, 
would be on the line. 


Reformers were critical of Passolt's 


lack of professional experience in the 
management field and stated they 
preferred to have a more qualified in- 
dividual in the village manager's slot. 
Passolt was aware of this fact and 
timing for the board's action was the 
only unanswered question — until 
Monday. 


Trustees have said they plan to con- 


duct a thorough search for a replace- 
ment for Passolt, unlike the proce- 
dure which was followed in replacing 
Hamer. The board hired John Burke, 
attorney for the WHIP party, as soon 
as Hamer was fired without con- 
ducting interviews. 


Passolt's demise is apparently the 


last

WHILE RALLIES, parades, and

Dianne Burgls, DCS Plalnes, said 


members of the local NOW chapter 
plan on economic boycott. "We're not 


going to purchase anything today." 


She said some members will work 


and others won't, depending on their 
particular situation and preferences. 
But those who work today will wear 
and pass out armbands and buttons 
designating sympathy with the strike. 
Some members also plan conscious- 
ness-raising sessions at lunchtime, 
she said. 


Ms. Burgls said the strike is being 


supported by chapter members, but 
she is unaware of any outside support 
In this area. 


STATE REP. EUGENIA Chapman, 


D-Arllngton Heights,-a sponsor of the 
Equal Rights Amendment in the Illi- 
nois General Assembly, said she Is 
scheduled to attend a meeting of the 
Commission on the Employment of 
Women today, where a joint House 
committee will consider a bill to 
make affirmative action a'statutory 
requirement for all Illinois employers. 
' "I think it'would be counter-produc- 
tive for me to strike," Mrs. Chapman 


said. She added that she believes the 
strike's "timing is not very appro- 
priate when there's so much to be 
done." 


Counter-protests also were planned

Delegates bar 4boy Girl Scouts'

Delegates at the national Girl Scout 


c o n v e n t i o n Tuesday voted over- 
whelmingly against allowing boys to 
join. 


Although the issues had been dis- 


cussed informally for several years, 
Tuesday's vote atJthe convention in 
Washington, D.C. was the first to set 
down guidelines against allowing boys 
to become Girl Scouts. 


Locally, a spokesman for the Girl 


Scouts said the arrangement whereby 
older Boy and Girl Scouts are com- 
bined under a single troop will contin- 
ue. 


"Individual troops do include boys 


now," said Beverly Cody, public rela- 
tions director for the Girl Scout Coun- 
cil of Northwest Cook County Inc., 
serving the Northwest, suburbs. A 
number of senior Girl Scout troops 
which Include high school girls, have 
joint troops with Explorer Boy Scouts, 
Ms. Cody said. 


THE TROOPS ARE registered with 


Girl and Boy Scout offices, and usual- 
ly participate in seagoing programs, 
Ms. Cody said. Such troops exist In 
Elk Grove Village, Mount Prospect 
and Park Ridge, she said. 


"When the girls get older, a few 


girls prefer coed Scouting," Ms. Cody 
said. "I don't think the decision (in 


Washington) means at all that joint 
troops will stop. It's a matter of 
choice." 


During a two-hour debate on the 


subject ^t the national convention this 
week, proponents did not see a wave 
of interest among boys to join the Girl 
Scouts. One, unidentified man at the 
convention commented "no way are 
you going to get 8-, 9-, 10- and 11-year- 
old boys joining something called Girl 
Scouts."

A Prospect Heights minister says 


he has 14 secret U S. State Dept. 
documents and other information 
which proves his charges that 10 U. S. 
servicemen are being held In Soviet 
slave labor camps. 


The Rev. Paul Lindstrom, pastor of 


the Christian Liberty Church of Pros- 
pect Heights, 203 E. Camp McDonald 
Rd., said Tuesday ho received tho 
documents from a Senate Intelligence 
Committee staff aide last week. He 
refused to name the individual who 
leaked the information to him. 


Lindstrom, who also is executive di- 


rector of the Christian 
Defense 


League, said he hopes public dis- 
closure of tho Information will force 
the U.S. government to seek release 
of the prisoners.

"I hope these documents will stir 


public opinion against the U. S. gov- 
ernment's betrayal, of our fighting 
men who are held captive by foreign 
powers." 


LINDSTROM SAID the documents, 


eight from the U. S. State Dept. and 
six from the Soviet Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs, show that an American 
B-50 aircraft was shot down over the 
Sea of Japan in July of 1053 by a So- 
viet MIG fighter. The craft and the 
crewmen aboard were never recov- 
ered and it was reported that the men 
were picked up by Russian boats in 
the area. 


The documents, part of information 


held by the committee investigating 
abuses by the CIA, shows, Lindstrom 
sold, that attempts to force release of 
the prisoners failed and that the U. S. 
dropped its efforts to recover the men 
in 1955. 


The minister said the staff aide re- 


leased the information to the Chris- 
tian Defense League because he 
feared it would never be publicized.

Complaints of overcharging at tho 


Roman House tavern in Lake County 
have been turned over to State's Atty. 
Jack Hoogasian, but ho sold Tuesday 
that little can bo done about It. 


Tho Roman House, nt tho inter- 


section of Milwaukee Avenue and Ap- 
taklsic Road, is a tavern which has 
featured nudo dancing. 


Tho Lake County Sheriff's Dcpt. re- 


ceived complaints recently from pa- 
trons of tho tavern who said they 
were charged as much as $70 for a 
bottle of champagne. 


But Hoogasian said such practices 


aro not illegal. He also said victims 
hava been reluctant to testify about 
their problems at the tavern. 


"It's not Illegal. There's no violation 


of criminal law," said Hoogasian. 


"These aro people who shouldn't bo 
going to these places." 


Hoogasian sold ho has been fighting 


the Roman House since it opened two 
years ago. He has filed several com- 
plaints against the owners for violat- 
ing a 1972 county ordinance prohibit- 
ing liquor to be served In estab- 
lishments which feature nudo danc- 
ing. 


Tho county liquor commission re- 


fused to renew the tavern's liquor li- 
cense in June based on tho ordinance, 
but on appeal Is scheduled to be heard 
before tho stato liquor commission 
Nov. 21. 


In a similar case against another 


tavern featuring nudo dancing, tho 
Cheetah II in Half Day, the stato com- 
mission issued a liquor license since 
tavern owners said nude dancing had 
ceased there.

Conflicting reports 
Fulle lawyers challenge 
zone payoffs testimony

County Comr. Floyd Fullo's attor- 


neys challenged the prosecution's tes- 
timony Tuesday about the location of 
the alleged $20,000 payoff to influence 
zoning in 1970 of a Palatine apartment 
project. 


Two suburban county board mem- 


bers in 1970, Charles Chaplin and Jo- 
seph Woods, testified as defense wit- 
nesses that county commissioners 
shared temporary offices in the llth 
floor of the County Building in 1970. 


Last week, plumbing contractor 


William J. Adams told the U S. Dis- 
trict Court jury he passed $20,000 on 
June 15, 1970, to Fulle. Adams who 
sdid he met three times with Fullc to 
discuss zoning of the Old Madrid 
apartments in Palatine, "guessed" 
that the meetings and payoff were in 
Fullc's 5th floor County Building of- 
fice. 


Fulle, 666 Laurel, DCS Plaincs, was 


indicted Feb. 13 on charges of ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury. The 
charges included extortion of $20,000 
from Adams who had represented Sell- 
ergren Inc. of Park Ridge, proposed 
developer of the property. 


CHAPLIN AND WOODS testified as 


two of a parade of suburban residents 
and county officials who rated Fulle's 
integrity and character "high" and 
"excellent." 


Chaplin said all county commission- 


ers moved to temporary llth floor of- 
fice space in 1970 during remodeling 
of 5th floor offices. Commissioners' of- 
fices were "very crummy" and were 
separated by "partitions four or five 
feet high ... you could hear every 
conversation in the entire office," he 
said. 


The testimony of Chaplin, a board 


member for 20 years before retiring 
in 1974, contradicted Adams' descrip- 
tion of the payoff location. Adams said 
he handed an envelope with $20,000 in 
$100 bills to Fulle in a private office 
after passing through double doors that 
showed Fulle's name. 


Suburban residents who testified 


Tuesday included: 


• Rosemont Village Pros. Donald 


E. Stephens who said Builder Thomas 
Origer was "very upset with Mr. 
Fulle in 1970," and offered to finan- 
cially back Stephens as a County 
Board candidate against Fulle. 


Origer testified last week that he 


paid Fulle $10,000 in 1970 to win zon- 
ing for a controversial apartment 
project in Northfield Township. 


Stephens denied knowledge of al- 


leged zoning payoffs to Fullc. 


"He said that he (Origer) would 


consider running against Floyd if no 
one else would," Stephens said. 


• Margaret Riemer, of 185 Hickory 


St., Palatine, who asked Fulle to de- 
fer Old Madrid zoning. „ 


"He said he needed a reason. I told 


him about tho terrible sewage situ- 
ation at the time," she said. 


Federal prosecutors told the jury 


when the trial opened Oct. 20 that 
Fullc deferred zoning petitions to 
force payoffs by developers.

QUESTIONING 
of defense wit- 


nesses was limited Tuesday by U.S. 
Dist. Court Judge Bernard M. Decker. 
When defense attorney William R. Ja- 
cobs attempted to ask Chaplin about 
zoning payoffs, Decker ordered the 
jury from the courtroom. 


"I'm not going to permit that ques- 


tion o be asckd of hose commission- 
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ers," said Decker, who also barred 
questioning of county officials about 
payoffs from "anyone else." 


Both Origer and Adams testified 


last week that Fulle demanded the 
payoffs and promised to provide sub- 
urban votes to pass the zoning. Fulle 
allegedly told Origer and Adams he 


Would not vote or would vote no on 
the petitions. 


"The indictment says Mr. Fulle at- 


tempted to influence votes. We must 
determine how and where he in- 
fluenced them," Jacobs said. 


Defense testimony^will continue at 


10 a m. today.

170 plantings needed 
Master plan urged 
for parkway trees 


A member of the Buffalo Grove Ap- 


pearance Control Commission has 
urged the village to adopt a "master 
plan" for the planting and replace- 
ment of parkway trees in the commu- 
nity. 


Ronald Helms, commission mem- 


ber, said the village should develop a 
basic plan before crews replace park- 


way trees which have died during the 
past two years. 


Helms' suggestion was sparked by 


village board discussion on allocating 
funds for the annual parkway tree re- 
placement program. 


Helms suggested that a program be 


planned and the tree planting be de- 
layed until spring. 


$43,000 pact OKd 
for Cambridge Park 


The Buffalo Grove Park District 


has awarded a $43,000 excavating con- 
tract for work at Cambridge Park af- 
ter receiving assurances from the fed- 
eral government that $72,000 In park 
development funds are on their way 
to the district. 


Park Director Stanley Crosland said 


the board awarded the contract to Sll- 
Jastrom Fuel and Paving Co., High- 
land Park, after telephone conversa- 
tions with the U. S. Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation, the federal agency han- 
dling the grant. 


Government spokesmen told park 


officials that the $72,000, part of a 
larger grant awarded to the district 
last year, has cleared administrative 
obstacles and will be delivered to the 
park district within five weeks. 


The park board has received an ex- 


tension in Siljnstom's bid pending 
notification of the grant's status. 


"WE FELT CONFIDENT from our 


telephone conversations that we will 
be getting the money.'" Crosland 
said. "By the time the contractor fin- 
ishes the work and wants to ba paid, 
we should have the money. The board 
decided to award the contract now to 
avoid increases in price." 


The park development money had 


been delayed at the state level for 
months before park officials sent out 
a barrage of letters and enlisted the 
aid of state legislators to dislodge It. 
The money previously had been ear- 
marked for excavation work at Cam- 
bridge Park and to reimburse the 
park district for other land purchases. 


Crosland said the money had been 


held up at the U. S. Bureau of Out- 
door Recreation's Ann Arbor, Mich, 
office because of discrepancies In 
park land descriptions.' 


"We've been told that the check will 


be drawn on the government In Wash- 
ington in the next two weeks, and then 
sent to Springfield for the state to ad- 
minister," said Crosland. "The state 
people have told us that we will get 
the check within three weeks after 
they get the money." 


Park officials have been anxious to 


gel the work at Cambridge Park 
started because Siljastrom said de- 
lays past the first of the year would 
mean a five per cent increase in the 
cost of the project. Officials suc- 
ceeded in gaining an extension in the 
bid last month In an effort to avoid 
reblddlng of the project. 


THE VILLAGE had planned to re- 


place a portion of dead trees reported 
by residents. Although more than 170 
trees need planting, because of limit- 
ed funds only some will be replaced. 
Trustees are considering spending no 
more than $5,000 for the project this 
year. 


Helms said trees should appro- 


priately be chosen for the various sec- 
tions of town. The same types of trees 
could be planted in one or two-bloct 
areas hi order to create unity and pro- 
vide easier maintenance. 


Charles McCoy, public works direc- 


tor whose crews will plant the trees, 
said he would rather see replanting In 
the fall instead of spring. "Some per- 
sons have been told there will be 
trees," he said. "People have waited 
long enough." 


The village had been unable to re- 


place trees during the past two years 
because of tight finances. 


If the board should approve the allo- 


cation of $5,000 for trees, only 50 to 70 
can be replaced, McCoy said. "We^ 
should take care of those (requests)' 
on the list the longest," he said. 


THE TREES ALSO CARRY a guar- 


antee to leaf In the spring, McCoy 
added. If trees are planted in fall, 
crews will know sooner if a tree is 
health"}^' 


Trustee Dorothy Carroll said the vil- 


lage should replace the trees now be- 
cause there are some residents who 
have waited as long as two years. 


Some residents have dug up park- 


way trees and replanted them in their 
back yards, Trustee John Moricnthnl 
said. He suggested that the village be- 
come aware of the practice which he 
called unfair to other taxpayers in the 
community. 


The board has postponed making a 


decision on approving Junds for the 
project until next week in order to ob- 
tain a list of tree replacement 
requests made during the past two 
years.

D-Arllngton Heights, a sponsor of the 
Equal Rights Amendment in the Illi- 
nois General Assembly, said she is 
scheduled to attend a meeting of the 
Commission on the Employment of 
Women today, where a joint House 
committee wlfl consider a bill to 
make affirmative action a statutory 
requirement for all Illinois employers.

Delegates at the national Girl Scout 


c o n v e n t i o n Tuesday voted over- 
whelmingly against allowing boys to 
join.

Although the issues had been dis- 


cussed informally for several years, 
Tuesday's vote at the convention in 
Washington, D.C. was the first' to set 


< down guidelines against allowing boys 
to become Girl Scouts. 


Locally, a'spokesman for the Girl 


Scouts said the.arrangement whereby 
older Boy and Girl Scouts are com- 
bined under a single troop'will contin- 
ue. 


"Individual troops do include boys 


now," said Beverly Cody, public rela- 
tions director for the Girl Scout Coun- 
cil of Northwest Cook County Inc., 
serving the Northwest suburbs. A 
number of senior Girl Scout troops 
which include high school girls, have 
joint troops with Explorer Boy Scouts, 
Ms. Cody said. 


THE TROOPS ARE registered with 


Girl and Boy Scout offices, and usual- 
ly participate in seagoing programs, 
Ms. Cody said. Such troops exist in 
Elk Grove Village, Mount Prospect 
and Park Ridge, she said. 


"When the girls get older, a few 


girls prefer coed Scouting," Ms. Cody 
said. "I don't think the decision (in 


Washington) means at all that joint 
troops will stop. It's a matter of 
choice." 


During a two-hour debate on the 


subject at the national convention this 
week, proponents did not see a wave 
of interest among boys to join the Girl 
Scouts. One unidentified man at the 
convention commented "no way are 
you going to get 8-, 9-, 10- and 11-year- 
old boys joining something called Girl 
Scouts." . 


But advocates of coed-Girl Scouts 


argued it would be good for girls to 
learn to "interact" with boys at an 
early age. "It would give the girls an

Onco the referendum was 
defeated however, Dist. 125 could not 
annex to any other community college 
district because of a quirk In state 


law. 


But last month a law was passed

budget. The fund is already in a defi- 
cit this year. By 1976 the tuition could 
cost the district from $80,000 to 
$100,000. If Dist. 125 becomes part of a 
' college it will pay no tuition. 


• Dist. 125 Is part of the Lake Coun- 


ty area vocational center, which pro- 
vides vocational courses for high 
school students. The center is now un- 
der construction next to the College of 
Lake County and plans to offer 
courses in connection with the col- 
lege's vocational program. If Dist. 125 
does not join the College of Lake 
County, Banser said Stevenson High 
School students may face problems 
when they try to enroll in a course 
which is shared with the community 
college.

Conflicting reports 
Fiille lawyers challenge 
zone payoffs testimony 


The Roman House, at the Inter- 


section of Milwaukee Avenue and Ap- 
taklsic Road, is a tavern which has 
featured nude dancing. 


The Lake County Sheriff's Dcpt. re- 


ceived complaints recently from pa- 
trons of the tavern who said they 
were charged as much as $70 for a 
bottle of champagne. 


But Hoogaslan said such practices 


are not illegal. He also said victims 
have been reluctant to testify about 
their problems at the tavern. 


"It's not illegal. There's no violation 


of criminal law," said Hoogaslan. 
"These arc people who shouldn't be 
going to these places." 


Hoogaslan said he has been fighting 


the Roman House since it opened two 
years ngo. He has filed several com- 
plaints against the owners for violat- 
ing a 1972 county ordinance prohibit- 
ing liquor to be served In estab- 
lishments which feature nude danc- 
ing. 


The county liquor commission re- 


fused to renew the tavern's liquor li- 
cense In Juno based on the ordinance, 
but an appeal is scheduled to be heard 
before the- state liquor commission 
Nov. 21. 


In a similar case against another 


tavern featuring nude dancing, the 
Cheetah II In Half Day, the state com- 
mission issued a liquor license since 
tavern owners said nude dancing had 
ceased there.

neys challenged the prosecution's tes- 
timony Tuesday about the location of 
the alleged $20,000 payoff to Influence 
zoning in 1970 of a Palatine apartment 
project. 


Two suburban county board mem- 


bers In 1970, Charles Chaplin and Jo- 
seph Woods, testified as defense wit- 
nesses that county commissioners 
shared temporary offices in the llth 
floor of the County Building in 1970. 


Last week, plumbing contractor 


William J. Adams told the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court jury he passed $20,000 on 
June 15, 1970, to Fulle. Adams who 
said he met three times with Fulle to 
discuss zoning of the Old Madrid 
apartments in Palatine, "guessed" 
that the meetings and payoff were in 
Fulle's 5th floor County Building of- 
fice. 


Fulle, 666 Laurel, DCS Plolnes, was 


indicted Feb. 13 on charges of ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury. The 
charges Included extortion of $20,000 
from Adams who had represented Sell- 
ergren Inc. of-Park Ridge, proposed 
developer of the property. 
, 


CHAPLIN AND WOODS testified as 


two of a parade of suburban residents 
and county officials who rated Fulle's 
integrity and character "high" and 
"excellent." 


Chaplin said all county commission- 


ers moved to temporary llth floor of- 
fice space in 1970 during remodeling 
of 5th floor offices. Commissioners' of- 
fices were "very crummy" and were 
separated by "partitions four or five 
feet high . . . you could hear every 
conversation in the entire office," he 
said. 


The testimony of Chaplin, a board 


member for 20 years before retiring 
in 1974, contradicted Adams' descrip- 
tion of the payoff location. Adams said 
he handed an envelope with $20,000 in 
$100 bills to Fulle in a private office 
after passing through double doors that 
showed Fulle's name. 


Suburban residents who testified 


Tuesday included: 


• Rosemont Village Pres. Donald 


E. Stephens who said Builder Thomas 
Orlger was "very upset with Mr. 
Fulle in 1970," and offered to finan- 
cially back Stephens as a County 
Board candidate against Fulle. 


Origer testified last week that he 


paid Fulle $10,000 in 1970 to win zon- 
ing for a controversial apartment 
project in Northfield Township. 


Stephens denied knowledge of al- 


leged zoning payoffs to Fulle. 


"He said that he (Origer) would 


consider running against Floyd if no 
one else would," Stephens said. 


• Margaret Riemer, of 185 Hickory 


St., Palatine, who asked Fulle to de- 
fer Old Madrid zoning. 


"He said he needed a reason. I told 


him about the terrible sewage situ- 
ation at the time," she said. 


Federal prosecutors told the jury 


when the trial opened Oct. 20 that 
Fulle deferred zoning petitions to 
force payoffs by developers.

Imagine a third grader asking if he 


can ikip recess to work on his science 
project. 


Check the mini-gardens growing in 


the second-grade classrooms. 


Hear the oohs and aahs-from a 


group of youngsters watching a sheet 
of metal turn Into mush. 


THESE ARE just some of the ex- 


periments and reactions to the new 
science program in Elk Grove Town- 
ship Dist. 59 this year. 


Instead 'of youngsters being as- 


signed reams of reading materials to 
learn about science, they are learning 
science the scientific way — through 
experimentation. 


The.district began using the Science 


Curriculum 
Improvement Studies 


(SCIS) by Rand McNally Co. this 
year. The closest youngsters come to 
an assigned text is with the'workbook 
manual they use to record their ex- 
periments. 


Joanne Straka, a second-grade 


teacher at Jay School, Mount Pros- 
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pect, said the district realized some- 
thing was missing in the science pro- 
gram used before SCIS was adopted. 
Many, teachers were teaching science 
from a book and shoved it off as one 
of those necessary evils, she said. 
Very often experiments! fell to the 
wayside. 


"STUDENTS LEARN the intangible 


concepts by using tangible things," 
Mrs. Straka said. 


To teach the growth cycle, her sec- 


ond graders planted beans and peas 
and are watching them grow. They 
also have "cultivated" their own fruit 
flies she .said by putting a banana in a 
jar to catch two flies. They are now 
watching them mate and grow in 
numbers. 


"The things you and I take for 


granted they haven't experienced 
yet," she said. "You could tell them 
all day that plants only need so much 
water but they won't believe it until 
they've seen it themselves." 


After the discovery process has tak- 


en place, the teacher leads a dis- 
cussion to bring the students' findings 
into focus and teach the proper terms. 


She said some teachers were con- 


cerned about the experimental ap-

trustee, Tuesday warned residents 
that defiance of a door-to-door village 
search to find illegally connected 
sump pumps will end further con- 
struction and expansion of the com- 
munity. 


The village board authorized Village 


Mgr. Charles Willis and Village Atty. 
Edward Hofert to take whatever legal 
action necessary to begin an imme- 
diate search for illegal stormwater fa- 
cility connections to sewage lines. 


"If necessary this will mean search 


warrants," Kenna said. "My warning 
comments are to make residents 
aware that we are under the gun to 
make the inspections or else," he 
said. 


THE VILLAGE has been required 


by the Metropolitan Sanitary District 
to determine by door-to-door in- 
spection if illegally connected pumps 
are overburdening sewage lines by 
pumping in stormwater during rains. 


The sanitary district contends that 


the community is exceeding allowable 
stormwater infiltration into sanitary 
sewer lines. The district and village 
officials recently worked out an 
agreement by which the village will 
make every effort to stop such infil- 
tration. 


Kenna said that the village has been 


under violation notice from the sani- 
tary district for several years and is 
attempting by every means to stay 
out of court.

Area mental health staff 
'encourages* federal grant 


The regional staff of the Illinois 


Dept. of Mental Health this week "en- 
couraged" the Elk Grove-Schaumburg 
Townships Mental Health Center's 
federal grant application of $366,000. 


"They encouraged us to pursue the 


application," said Jordan Rosen, cen- 
ter executive director. "That .was the 
second step. The first was having the . 
Mental Health, Board vote to apply for 
the federal money." 


The center is seeking the federal 


grant to help build a permanent facil- 
ity on two acres west of 111. Rte. S3 
donated by Elk Grove Village. 


.ROSEN SAID THE regional mental 


health department staff 
believed 


"there was no question we have a 
need, and the federal money exists." 
Rosen added that he was told no other 
mental health agency has applied for 
federal funding, although the regional 
staff said it knew of some agencies 
that had expressed interest in the 
grants. 


Before the Mental Health Center 


can apply for the federal grant by the 
Feb. 15 deadline, it must raise ap- 
proximately $300,000 locally. 


Each township is being asked to 


c o n t r i b u t e $100,000. Schaumburg 
Township has already given prelimi- 
nary approval to such a donation and 
at least one member of the Elk Grove 
Township Board has said he favors 
such a donation by his township. 


The other $100,000 is to be raised 


locally with a fund-raising association 
already formed. 


Rosen said he believes it would be 


possible for the Mental Health Center 
to raise money through a mortgage 
against the two acres donated by the 
village, if necessary. "We're not clear 
that's what we're going to do," Rosen 
added, saying the center does not 


have the title to the property yet. 


Previous architectural work called 


for a $666,000 facility costing $75 per 
square foot. 


ROSEN SAID THAT based on a 


recently built Aurora facility, which 
cost $48.40 per square foot, the Mental 
Health Center Board has asked for a 
new architect to be hired with new 
plans drawn up. The new plans are 
not to exceed $50 per square foot, he 
said. 
. The size of the proposed building 
probably will increase though, Rosen 
said. "It has to be larger than the 16 
therapy rooms called for by the origi- 
nal plans," he said. 


Rosen said the increased space 


would be needed because the center's 
staff and caseload has increased. 
What the new space needs will be has 
not been determined and the center's 
facilities planning committee is work- 
ing on the proposal

and Park Ridge, she said. 


"When the girls get older, a few

Payoff site dispute in Fulle case

County Comr. Floyd Fulle's attor- 


neys challenged the prosecution's tes- 
timony Tuesday about the location of 
the alleged $20,000 payoff to influence 
zoning in 1970 of a Palatine apartment 
project. 


Two suburban county board mem- 


bers In 1970, Charles Chaplin and Jo- 
seph Wood?, testified as defense wit- 
nesses that county 
commissioners 


shared temporary offices in the llth 
door of the County Building in 1970. 


Last week, plumbing contractor 


William J. Adams told the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court jury he passed $20,000 on 
June 15, 1970, to Fulle. Adams who 
said he met three times with Fulle to 
discuss zoning of the Old Madrid 
apartments in Palatine, "guessed" 
that the meetings and payoff were in 
Fulle's 5th floor County Building of- 
fice. 


Fulle, 666 Laurel, Des Plaines, was 


Indicted Feb. 13 on charges of ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury. The 
charges included extortion of $20,000 
from Adams who had'represented Sell- 
ergren Inc. of Park Ridge, proposed 
developer of the property. 


CHAPLIN AND WOODS testified as 


two of a parade of suburban residents 
and county officials who rated Fulle's 
integrity and character "high" and 
"excellent." 


Chaplin said all county commission- 


ers moved to temporary llth floor of- 
fice space in 1970 during remodeling 
of 5th floor offices. Commissioners' of- 
fices were "very crummy" and were 
separated by "partitions four or five 
feet high . . . you could hear every 
conversation in the entire office," he 
said. 


The testimony of Chaplin, a board 


member for 20 years before retiring 
in 1974, contradicted Adams' descrip- 
tion of the payoff location. Adams said 
he handed an envelope with $20,000 in 
$100 bills to Fulle in a private office 
after passing through double doors that 
showed Fulle's name. 


Suburban residents who testified 


Tuesday included: 


• Rosemont Village Pres. Donald 


E. Stephens who said Builder Thomas 
Origer was "very upset with Mr. 
Fulle in 1970," and offered to finan- 
cially back Stephens as a County 
Board candidate against Fulle. 


Origer testified last week that he 


paid Fulle $10,000 in 1970 to win zon- 
ing for a controversial apartment 
project in Northfield Township. 


Stephens denied knowledge of al- 


leged zoning payoffs to Fulle. 


"He said that he (Origer) would 


consider running against Floyd if no 
one else would," Stephens said. 


• Margaret Rieraer, of 185 Hickory 


St., Palatine, who asked Fulle to de- 
fer Old Madrid zoning. 


"He said he needed a reason. I told 


him about the terrible sewage situ- 
ation at the time," she said. 


Federal prosecutors told the jury 


when the trial opened Oct. 20 that 
Fulle deferred zoning petitions to 
force payoffs by developers.

proach but arc being won over be- 
cause of the youngsters' response. 
"You can see the excitement and 
learning going on," she said. 


ROOKIE SIIIFRIN, a third-grade 


teacher at Jay, said the curriculum 
gives the youngster who isn't the 
"best academically" the opportunity 
to cxcell. "It doesn't matter how 
smart you arc because there are no 
right or wrong answers." 


The group learning process also is a 


good feature of the program, Mrs. 
Shlfrin said. "They have to share and 
learn together. You can't do it all on 
your own." 


One class was busy working on solu- 


tions one day when a group of yovtig- 
stcrs huddled around a set-up of mix- 
tares noticed that a filter used in the 
experiment had "salt" inside. The 
teacher pointed out that the "salt" 
was a crystal formed from the mix- 
ture. 


A N O T H E R YOUNGSTER "dis- 


covered" that a different 'filter had 
"starch" inside. Suddenly the young- 
sters were off and 
running dis- 


covering "extras" not intended for 
that science lesson. 


Mrs. Shifrin said the only drawback

Village weighs 
bypassing fees 
for post office 


Schaumburg trustees agreed Tues- 


day to survey neighboring commu- 
nities before deciding if they will hon- 
or a federal government request to 
waive $3,000 to $6,000 in building per- 
mit fees for a post office planned on 
Schaumburg Road. 


Village Mgr. John E. Coste said he 


was contacted this week by postal au- 
thorities who advised they are "mov- 
ing along toward a spring letting of 
contracts" for the 42,000-square-foot 
building planned on 12 acres west of 
Roselle Road and Illinois Boulevard. 


The parcel was sold to the govern- 


ment for $1 by the village lost year. It 
is part of a site once planned for 
Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke Medical 
Center North. That plan was canceled 
when hospital officials found the soil 
unbuildable and later acquired a 40- 
acre site at Harrington and Schaum- 
burg roads. 


BRANCH HOSPITAL plans were 


abandoned early this year when offi- 


cials of the Chicago medical center 
learned costs had doubled from $25 
million to $50 million during four 
years of planning. 


Postal officials say the land uill 


support a building of the type of con- 
struction planned for the post office. 


Village Pres. Raymond Kessell cau- 


tioned the board to "look closely at 
the precedents of waiving building 
permit fees, especially in light of the 
land donation." 


A motion by Trustee Herbert Aigner 


to waive the fees failed for lack of a 
second. Aigner argued fees are not 
charged of "park or school districts 
or other taxing bodies." 


"I feel the federal government has 


enough problems," Aigner said. 


At the urging of Trustee James Ro- 


gers, the board agreed to contact oth- 
er communities where post offices 
have been built in recent years to de- 
termine procedures used concerning 
permit fees.

Residents may sue over sidewalks 


A dispute over the placement nf 


new sideualks on Glendale Lane in 
Hoffman Estates may-lend to a law- 
suit by homeowners against the vil- 
lage. 


More than a dozen Glendale Lane 


homeowners appeared before the vil- 
lage board's public health and safety 
committee Monday to protest the new 
sidewalks which they say will detract 
from the appearance of their neigh- 
borhood. 


However, the sidewalks are sched- 


uled to be Installed by the end of the 
week, and homeowner spokesman 
Stanley Przybylskl, 177 Mohave St., 
said Tuesday he has consulted an at- 
torney about filing suit against the vil- 
lage to stop the work. Przybylski also 
owns a home on Glendale Lane. 


TDK DISPUTE surrounds the In- 


stallation of new parkway sidewalks 
and the removal of carriage side- 
walks, which arc located along street 


curbs. The village more than a year 
ago banned the further construction of 
carriage walkways, saying they were 
unsafe because of their proximity to 
the street. 


But Glendale Lane residents said 


Monday the new 4-foot conventional 
walkways will detract from their area 
because they will follow an irregular 
path. They say the walkways cannot 
be constructed in a straight line be- 
cause of existing trees and utility buf- 
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falo boxes along the parkway area. 


Trustee Ralph Lyerla said the car- 


riage walks were banned because of 
maintenance problems with them and 
for safety reasons. He said because 
the carriage walks were built jointly 
with curbs, repair of one entailed re- 
pair of both.

George Longmeyer said the parkway 
walks would be less costly to install

though they will cost 37 cents more 
per foot to install.

all streets and sidewalks in the vil- 
lage. 


She added the project, estimated at 


$800,000 may require, a "large" bond 
referendum to complete. 


The village is using revenue sharing 


money to perform sidewalk work this 
year.

Only one of the 15 homeowners at- 


tending the meeting Monday voiced 
approval for the new walks. 


Przybylski said Tuesday he has con- 


sulted an attorney who has ,said he 
will represent the homeowners if they 
decide on action against the village. 


"If it made my property better, I'd 


say do it, but it's not," he said. "It's 
shoddy. I feel frustrated. It's like a 
giant against the little guys. It's un- 
fair to me." 


The regional staff of the Illinois 


Dcpt. of Mental Health this week "en- 
couraged" the Elk Grove-Schaumburg 
Townships Mental Health Center's 
federal grant application of S3G6,000. 


"They encouraged us to pursue the

Rosen added that he was told no other 
mental health agency has applied for 
federal funding, although the regional 
staff said it knew of some agencies 
that had expressed interest in (lie 
grants. 


Before the Mental Health Center 


can apply for the federal grant by the 
Feb. Is deadline, it must raise ap- 
proximately $300,000 locally. 


Each township is being asked to 


c o n t r i b u t e $100,000. Schaumburg 
Township has already given prelimi- 
nary approval to such a donation and 
at least one member of the Elk Grove 
Township Board has said he favois 
such a donation by his township. 


The other $100,000 is to be raised 


locally with a fund-raising association 
already formed. 


Rosen said he believes it would be 


possible for the Mental Health Center 
to raise money through a mortgage 
against the two acres donated by the 
village, if necessary. "We're not clear 


that's what we're going to do," Rosen 
added, saying the center docs not 
have the title to the property yet. 


Previous architectural work called 


for a $666,000 facility costing $75 pet 
square foot. 


HOSEN SAID THAT based on a 


lecently built Aurora facility, which 
cost $48.<>o per square foot, the Mental 
Health Center Board has asked for a 
new architect to be hired with new 
plans drawn up. The new plans arc 
not to exceed $30 per square foot, he 
said. 


The size of the proposed building 


probably will increase though, Rosen 
said. "It has to be larger than the 16 
therapy rooms called for by the origi- 
nal plans," he said.

The Northwest suburbs are not ex- 


pected to be a hotbed of strike activi- 
ty today as the National Organization 
for Women (NOW) will try a nation- 
wide feminist shutdown. 


NOW has called for women across 


the country to refuse to work, shop, 
cook, tend their families, or have sex- 
ual relations with men today In pro- 
test against sexist discrimination. 


Dubbed "Alice Doesn't" after the 


movie "Alice Doesn't Live Here Any- 
more," the strike Is Intended to show 
how much the system needs and de- 
pends upon women, NOW leaders 
said. 


WHILE RALLIES, parades, and 


workshops were planned in some of 
the nation's larger cities, the presi- 
dent of NOW's Northwest suburban 
chapter said no special events are 
planned here. 


Dianne Burgis, DCS Plolncs, said 


members of the local NOW chapter 
plan an economic boycott. "We're not 


going to purchase anything today." 


She said some members will work 


and others won't, depending on their 
particular situation and preferences. 
But those who work today will wear 
and pass out armbands and buttons 
designating sympathy with the strike. 
Some members also plan conscious- 
ness-raising sessions, at lunchtlrne, 
she said. 


Ms. Burgis said the strike Is being 


supported by chapter members, but 
she is unaware of any outside support 
'In this area. 


STATE REP. EUGENIA Chapman, 


D-Arllngton Heights, a sponsor of the 
Equal Rights Amendment in the Illi- 
nois General Assembly, said she is 
scheduled to attend a meeting of the 
Commission on the Employment df 
Women today, where a joint House 
committee will consider a bill to 
moke affirmative action a statutory 
requirement for all Illinois employers. 


"I think it would be counter-produc- 


tive for me to strike," Mrs. Chapman 


said. She added that she believes the 
strike's "timing is not very appro- 
priate-when there's so much to be 
done." ' 


Counter-protests also were planned 


In cities including Phoenix, Ariz.; 
Newport, R.I.; San Francisco and Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. These counter protests, 
most of them. organized by Phyllis 
Schlafly and other women who oppose 
the Equal Rights Amendment, were 
dubbed "America Does What Alice 
Doesn't." 


IN PHOENIX and northern Vir- 


ginia, the anti-strike women issued 
Identical statements calling on em- 
ployers "to discharge them and hire 
replacements from the many qualified 
men and women who are seeking 4n- 
ployment and willing to work."

Delegates bar 6boy Girl Scouts'

Delegates at the national Girl Scout 


c o n v e n t i o n Tuesday voted over- 
whelmingly against allowing boys to* 
join. 


Although the < issues had been'dis- 


cussed informally for several'years, 
Tuesday's vote at the convention in 
Washington, D.C. was the first to set 
down guidelines against allowing boys 
to become Girl Scouts. 


Locally, "a spokesman for the Girl 


Scouts said the arrangement whereby 
older Boy and Girl Scouts are com- 
bined under a single troop will contin- 
ue. 


"Individual troops do include boys 


now," said Beverly Cody, public rela- 
tions director for the Girl Scout Coun- 
cil of Northwest Cook County Inc., 
serving the Northwest suburbs. A 
number of senior Girl Scout troops 
which include high school girls, have 
joint troops with Explorer Boy Scouts, 
Ms. Cody said. 


THE TROOPS ARE registered with 


Girl and Boy Scout offices," and usual- 
ly participate in seagoing programs, 
Ms. Cody said. Such troops exist in 
Elk Grove Village, Mount Prospect 
and Park Ridge, she said. 
, "When the girls get older, a few 
girls prefer coed Scouting," Ms. Cody 
said. "I don't think the decision (in 


Washington) means at all that joint' 
troops will stop. It's a matter of 
choice."' 


During a two-hour debate on the 


subject at the national convention this 
week, proponents did not see a wave 
of interest among boys to join the Girl 
Scouts. One unidentified man at.the 
convention commented "no way'are 
you going to get 8-, 9-, 10- and 11-year- 
old boys joining something called Girl 
Scouts." 


But advocates of coed Girl Scouts 


argued it would be good for girls to 
learn to "interact" with boys at an 
early age.

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Prosecution testimony contradicted 
Payoff site dispute in Fulle case

County Comr. Floyd Fulle's attor- 


neys challenged the prosecution's tes- 
timony Tuesday about the location of 
the alleged 120,000 payoff to influence 
zoning in 1970 of a Palatine apartment 
project. 


Two suburban county board mem- 


bers in 1070, Charles Chaplin and Jo- 
seph Woods, testified as defense wit- 
nesses that county commissioners 
shared temporary offices in the llth 
floor of the County Building in 1070. 


Last week, plumbing contractor 


William J. Adams told the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court jury ho passed $20,000 on 
June 15, 1970, to Fulle. Adams who 
said he met three times with Fulle to 
discuss zoning of the Old Madrid 
apartments in Palatine, "guessed" 
that the meetings and payoff were in 
Fullo's Sth floor County Building of- 
fice. 


Fulle, 666 Laurel, DCS Plalncs, was 


Indicted Feb. 13 on charges of ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury. The 
charges included extortion of $20,000 
from Adams who had represented Soil- 
crgrcn Inc. of Park Rldgc, proposed 
developer of the property. 


CHAPLIN AND WOODS testified as 


two of a parade of suburban residents 
and county officials who rated Fulle's 
integrity and character "high" and 
"excellent." 


Chaplin sold all county commission- 


crs moved to temporary llth floor of- 
fice space In 1970 during remodeling 
of Sth floor offices. Commissioners' of- 
fices were "very crummy" and were 
separated by "partitions four or five 
feet high . . . you could hear every 
conversation in the entire office," he 
said. 


The testimony of Chaplin, a board 


member for 20 years before retiring 
in 1974, contradicted Adams' descrip- 
tion of the payoff location. Adams said 
he handed an envelope with $20,000 in 
$100 bills to Fulle in a private office 
after passing through double doors that 
showed Fulle's name.

gram used before SCIS was adopted. 
Many teachers were teaching science 
from a book and shoved it off as one 
of those necessary evils, she said. 
Very often experiments fell to the 
wayside. 


"STUDENTS LEARN the intangible 


concepts by using tangible things," 
Mrs. Straka said. 


To teach the" growth cycle, her sec- 


ond graders planted beans and peas 
and are watching them grow. They 
also have "cultivated" their own fruit 
flics she said by putting a banana in a 
jar to catch two flies. They are now 
watching them mate and grow in 
numbers.

Mount Shire 
flood-hazard 
tag removed

The Mount Shire subdivision in 


southuest Mount Prospect has been 
removed from the special flood-haz- 
ard classification on new maps pre- 
pared for the US. flood insurance 
program. 


As a result, residents in this area 


will not have to buy federal flood in- 
surance. 


Other areas affected by the map ic- 


visions include the eastern edge of the • 
New Town area, including the Wood- 
view subdivision, and a small section 
along Linnaman Road south of Golf 
Road. 


A homeowner in a special flood-haz- 


ard area is required to purchase fed- 
eral flood insurance to apply for a 
mortgage. In addition, a homeowner 
who applies for a federal loan to re- 
pair flood damage also must obtain 
flood insurance. 


THE NEW MAI'S received by the 


flood insurance office in Chicago last 
week were prepared in response to 
objections voiced by residents at a 
public hearing in June. William Fucik 
of the Federal Insurance Agency s*id 
many of the changes were recom- 
mended because the original maps 
were based on outdated information. 


The original maps produced an out- 


cry from people in the Mount Shire 
and Woodview subdivisions who said 
their areas do not flood 
Residents 


said they are afraid the flood-hazard 
classification will make it difficult for 
them to sell their homes and will re- 
duce the value of their property. 


The major change in the maps is 


the removal of the Mount Shire area 
from the flood hazard designation. 
The change apparently was made be- 
cause of the construction of the Clear- 
water Park retention basin, which has 
altered flooding patterns in the area. 


Objections from residents in the 


northeastern 
Woodview subdivision 


prompted fewer changes in the flood 
maps. The boundaries of the special 
flood-hazard area have changed only 
slightly. Including a slight expansion 
in the Woodview area. 


The new map, however, substantial- 


ly reduces the amount of land desig- 
nated as a moderate flood-hazlrd 
area. The original maps extended this 
area south to Kensington Road. The 
revised map brings the moderate- 
flood hazard designation only as far 
south as Euclid Avenue. 


A MINOR CHANGE in the new 


maps moves the special flood hazard 
designation from the cast side to the 
west side of Linncman Road. The 
change apparently was prompted by 
construction of a retention basin on 
the west side of Linneman Road just 
south of Golf Road. 


The next step in approval of the 


maps is a public hearing to be sched- 
uled with village officials. Fucik said 


he docs not expect the hearing to take 
place until late next month at the 
earliest. • 


At the hearing, residents will once 


again have the opportunity to make 
comments' on the revised maps. "It's 
a semi-final study, which is really to 
be studied by the village people 
again," he said.

10 Americans

League, said he hopes public dis- 
closure of the information will force 
the U S. government lo seek release 
of the prisoners. 


"I hope these documents will stir 


public opinion against the U. S. gov- 
ernment's betrayal of our fighting 
men who are held captive by foreign 
powers." 


LINDSTROM SAID the documents, 


eight from the U. S. State Dept. and 
six from the Soviet Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs, show that an American 
B-50 aircraft was shot down over the 
Sea of Japan in July of 1953 by a So- 
viet MIG fighter. The craft and the 
crewmen aboard were never recov- 
ered and it was reported that the men 
were picked up by Russian boats in 
the area. 


The documents, part of information 


held by the committee investigating 
abuses by the CIA, shows, Lindstrom 
said, that attempts to force release of 
the prisoners failed and that the U. S. 
dropped its efforts to recover the men 
in 1955.

proach but are being won over be- 
cnuso of the youngsters' response. 
"You can sec the excitement and 
learning going on," she said. 


KOOKIB SIIIFRIN, a third-grade 


teacher at Jay, said the curriculum 
gives the youngster who isn't the 
"best academically" the opportunity 
to cxccll. "It doesn't matter how 
smart you arc because there arc no 
right or wrong answers." 


Tho group learning process also Is a 


good feature of the program, Mrs. 
Shlfrln said. "They have to share and 
learn together. You can't do It all on 
your own." 


One class was busy working on solu- 


tions one day when a group of young- 
sters huddled around a set-up of mix- 
tures noticed that n filter used in the 
experiment had "salt" inside. The 
teacher pointed out that the "salt" 
was a crystal formed from tho mix- 
ture. 


A N O T H E R YOUNGSTER "dis- 


covered" that a different filter had 
"starch" inside. Suddenly the young- 
sters were off and running dis- 
covering "extras" not intended for 
that science lesson. 


Mrs. Shlfrln'sald the only drawback 


she has found with the program is the 
amount of time it takes to set-up tho 
experiments.

One extra project teachers have to

Tho two men made tho Journey 
to Algeria because the embassy con- 
tact said ho had Information of inter- 
est to tho organization. Llndstrom 
would not reveal the name of tho con- 
tact, nor the country ho represented. 


"We had established contact with 


this Individual in Laos In 1973 when 
wo were working for release of prls- 


' oners held by the North Vietnamese," 
said Llndstrom. "Wo learned that he 
had other information and went to Al- 
geria the next year to talk with him. 
He told us that the plane hod been 
shot down and at least 10 survivors 
were being held in Russian labor 
camps." 


Fulle lawyers dispute payoff stories

County Comr. Floyd Fulle's attor- 


neys challenged the prosecution's tes- 
timony Tuesday about the location of 
the alleged $20,000 payoff to influence 
zoning hi 1970 of a Palatine apartment 
project. 


Two suburban county board mem- 


bers In 1970, Charles Chaplin and Jo- 
seph Woods, testified as defense wit- 
nesses that county commissioners 
shared temporary offices in the llth 
floor of the County Building In 1970. 


Last week, plumbing contractor 


William J. Adams told the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court jury he passed $20,000 on 
June 15, 1970, to Fulle. Adams who 
said he met three times with Fulle to 
discuss zoning of the Old Madrid 
apartments in Palatine, "guessed" 
that the meetings and payoff were in 
Fulle's 5th floor County Building of- 
fice. 


Fulle, 666 Laurel, Des Plaines, was 


indicted Feb. 13 on charges of ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury. The 
charges included extortion of $20,000 
from Adams who had represented Sell- 
ergren Inc. of Park Ridge, proposed 
developer of the property. 


CHAPLIN AND WOODS testified as 


two of a parade of suburban residents 
and county officials who rated Fulle's 
Integrity and character "high" and 
"excellent." 


Chaplin said all county commission- 


ers moved to temporary llth floor of- 
fice space in 1970 during remodeling 
of 5th floor offices. Commissioners' of- 
fices were "very crummy" and were 
separated by "partitions four or five 
feet high . . . you could hear every 
conversation in the entire office," he 
said. 


The testimony of Chaplin, a board 


member for 20 years before retiring 
in 1974, contradicted Adams' descrip- 
tion of the payoff location. Adams said 
he handed an envelope with $20,000 in 
$100 bills to Fulle in a private office 
after passing through double doors that 
showed Fulle's name. 


Suburban residents who testified 


Tuesday included: 


• Rosemont Village Pres. Donald 


E. Stephens who said Builder Thomas 
Origer was "very upset with Mr. 
Fulle In 1970," and offered to finan- 
cially back Stephens as a County 
Board candidate against Fulle. 


Origer testified last week that he 


paid Fulle $10,000 in 1970 to win zon- 
ing for a controversial apartment 
project in Northfield Township. 


Stephens denied knowledge of al- 


leged zoning payoffs to Fulle. 


"He said that he (Origer) would 


consider running against Floyd if no 
one else would," Stephens said. 


• Margaret Ricmer, of IBS Hickory 


St., Palatine, who asked Fulle to de- 
fer Old Madrid zoning. 


"He said he needed a reason. I told 


him about the terrible sewage situ- 
ation at the time," she said. 


Federal prosecutors told the jury 


when the trial opened Oct. 20 that 
Fulle deferred zoning petitions to 
force payoffs by developers.
